This Manual is intended to be the first step towards the 
compilation of a Medical Code for the province, and all con- 
cerned or interested are invited to forward to the Adminis- 
trative Medical Officer suggestions for its improvement. 

In all matters concerning hospitals and dispensaries this 
Manual, which has been compiled under the ordei's of the local 
Government, will be the sole authority and should alone be 
quoted in official correspondence. Circulars of the Indian 
Medical Department, Government letters and circulars, and 
other orders on which the rules in this Manual are based 
should not be cited, except when the subject to which they 
refer is not t^-eated of in this Manual. 

Correction and addition slips will be issued periodically. 
These should be pasted into their appropriate places in the 
Manual, and a note showing that this has been done should 
be made on the fly-leaves provided for this purpose at the 
end of the volume. 

A copy of this Manual will be issued to each medical institu- 
tion brought under the supervision of Government or Local 
Eund Officers, and each subordinate Medical Officer should on 
receiving charge satisfy himself that the Manual has been 
kept corrected up to date. 

Medical Officers and subordinates may obtain copies for 
their own use on paying the price of the Manual and the 
annual subscription for correction and addition slips into the 
nearest treasury, and forwarding the chellan to the Superin- 
tendent, Government Printing, Burma.

ClASSII'ICATION. 



I. Civil hospitals and dispensaries are divided into the following 
classes : — 

Classes I State — Public and II State — Special — These include all institutions 
maintained by provincial funds and under Government management. The fact that 
an institution possesses endowments or receives contributions from local funds or private 
subscriptions should not be regarded as a reason for not classing it as " State," so long 
as provincial and imperial funds are practically responsible for all the charges connected 
with it. Class 1.— " Public " are State dispensaries which are open to the poorer classes 
of the public. Class Hare State dispensaries which serve only a special section of the 
public as indicated in the sub-classitication given below : — 

(i) Police. 

(ii) Forests and Surveys, 
(iii) Canals, 
(iv) Others, 

Class HI Local fund. — Local fund dispensaries include all institutions which are 
vested in local boards or municipahlies or guaranteed or maintained by local or muni- 
cipal funds. The fact that such an institution is aided by private subscriptions, or 
receives assistance from Government in the shape of part of the salary of the medical 
officer, grants of medicine, or otherwise, should not be regarded as a reason for rot 
classing it as a local fund dispensary so long as its existence is practically dependent upon 
jocal funds. 

Class IV Private aided. — Comprises institutions supported by private subscriptions 
or guarantee, but receiving aid from Government or local funds. 

Class V Private non-aided. — Comprises institutions maintained entirely at the cost 
of private individuals or associations. The fact that Government supplies superior inspec- 
tion or registers should not be regarded as a reason for not treating it is a private non- 
aided dispensary. 

Class VI Railway.— Comprises all railway dispensaries whether maintained by State 

railways or others. 

f^oTE, — I. Transfers of dispensaries from one class to another sliouid be reported to the Administrative Medical 
Officer. 
2. Hospitals of the Dufferin Fund should be shown as private aided or non-aided, as tlic case may be« 
- 3. Dispensaries of a purely itinerant ciia racter should in no case be included in the dassificatioo, 

^^whichhas accornmodation for in-patients, & dispensary one lorproviaing oat-aoor 
relief only. 
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ed by the same authority. Proposals for opening or closing 
such institutions shall he made in consultation with the Civil 
Surgeon of the district and transmitted through the Admin- 
istrative Medical Officer. "*" 

3. No institution may he included in Class TH unless it 
receives aid in some way from Government, i.e., unless it is 
supervised or inspected by Government or local fund officers 
or receives grants of forms and registers. When a private 
institution is thus brought into Class "iil, it must conform to 
the rules in this Manual. 

4i. Applications for grants from Government in respect of 
any hospital or dispensary shall be transmitted to Govern- 
ment through the Civil Surgeon, Deputy Commissioner, Com- 
missioner, and Administi'ative Medical Officer in succession. 

The Lieutenant-Governor reserves the right to withdraw 
Government supervision or aid in' any case or at any time 
when it may seem desirable to do so. 

5. No grant may be made by any local authority in aid 
of any hospital or dispensary which has not received the re- 
cognition of Government and been classified under these 
rules. Grants-in-aid shall be made only in accordance with 
these rules. 

6. A guarantee bond (see page xlvii. Appendix I) for the 
maintenance of a dispensary for a given period may, if 
thought necessary, be required from the intending supporters 
of an institution under Class "Hi, as a condition precedent to 
their obtaining assistance from Government in money or in 
any other way. / i 

7. The committee of every hospital or dispensary organ- 
ized under these rules, whether in Class I, II •»#■ III, shall 
submit to the Administrative Medical Officer, through the 
Civil Surgeon of the district, such reports, returns, and ac- 
counts as may be prescribed by him from time to time. 
Such reports, returns, and accounts shall be in such forms 
and shall be submitted on such dates as may be prescribed. 
All books, forms, and registers which may he necessary for 
the preparation and submission of such reports, returns, and 
accounts will be supplied by Government free of cost on 
application. 

8. Every institution which is recognized by Government 
and brought under these rules shall be subject to inspection 
and supervision by the official visitors appointed under these 
rules. No charge shall be made for such inspection or 
supervision. 
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9. The grant of Government aid to a hospital or dispensary 
shall be conditional on the observance of due economy in the 
management of the funds. The Administrative Medical 
Officer shall bring to the notice of Government any instance 
in which he considers that such economy is not observed and 
make recommendations as to the continuance or withdrawal 
of such aid. 

10. Every hospital or dispensary under these rules shall 
admit for examination and treatment all cases brought by the 
police, and shall provide facilities for the conduct of liost- 
mortem examinations. 

Hospital and Dispensary Committees, their constitu- 
tion, DUTIES, &C. 

11. Hospitals and dispensaries under these rules shall be 
managed as follows : — 

{a) Dispensaries and hospitals included under Class I 
shall be managed by committees composed of 
the ex-officio members specified in rule 14, and 
of such persons as the Commissioner of the 
division may appoint to be members. At out- 
lying places, where a committee would be use- 
less, the Commissioner may, in consultation 
with the Administrative Medical Officer, ap- 
point any person or persons for the manage- 
ment of these institutions. 
(&) Dispensaries and hospitals included under Class IIL 
may be either municipal or district cess fund 
institutions. 

The former are managed by a sub-committee of the 
municipal committee, to which some indepen- 
dent members, selected and appointed by the 
municipal committee, may be added. 

When a municipality pays the entire cost of the 
dispensary or hospital, there shall be no Gov- 
ernment nominees. 

When a municipal hospital or dispensary receives 
a grant-in-aid from Government, the Commis- 
sioner of the division shall decide the number of 
Government nominees on the sub-committee 
and shall appoint such members. 

In small municipalities, where eligible persons are 
not available outside the municipal body, no 
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non -municipal members need be added to the 
committee. 
District cess fund institutions are managed on 
the same lines as those in Class I. ilht^ 

(c) Dispensaries and hospitals included under Class iH ^ 
are managed by committees nominated by the 
supporters and approved by the Commissioner 
of the division; provided that no committee 
shall be appointed to any institution in thj^^j^ 
class -which receives no grant-in-aid from Gov- 
ernment or local funds, unless the supporters 
specially ajiply for such appointment. 

12. The names of members appointed by the Commis- 
sioner shall be published by the Commissioner in the Burma 
Gazette. 

13. On a vacancy occui'ring in a committee, it shall be 
filled immediately. Vacancies occurring among the Govern- 
ment nominees of a committee shall be filled temporarily by 
appointment of the Deputy Commissioner subject to confir- 
mation by the Commissioner of the division. 

14. The undermentioned officers shall be the ex-offlcio 
members referred to in Rule 11, and shall perform the duties 
herein assigned. This rule does not apply to municipal 
hospitals and dispensaries. 

{a) The Deputy Commissioner shall be ex -officio 
President of all hospital and dispensary com- 
mittees in his district. 

{b) Subdivisional Officers and Township Officers shall 
be ex-offioio Vice-Presidents and members of 
such committees in their respective subdivisions 
and townships. At stations where there is a 
Treasury Officer, he also shall be an ex-offioio 
member of the committee. 

(<?) The Civil Surgeon or Subordinate Medical Officer 
in charge of a hospital or dispensary or both 
shall be ex-officio members of its committee. 

15. A member of each committee shall be elected as 
Secretary of the committee. 

16. The Deputy Commissioner shall whenever possible 
preside at the meetings of such committees in his district ; 
in his absence his place shall be taken by the Subdivisional • 
Officer ; in the Subdivisional Officer's absence the Township 
Officer shall preside, and in the absence of all three any 
member elected at the meeting shall preside. 
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17. The duties of the Secretary shall be — 

(a) To examine, and sign in token of having done so, 
all establishment and contingent bills and 
acquittance-rolls. 

(6) To examine and sign the monthly accounts pre- 
pared by the Subordinate Medical Officer prior 
to their being placed before the dispensary 
committee, and he shall be held responsible for 
their correctness. 

(c) To prepare, in conjunction with the Subordinate 

Medical Officer in charge, and submit budget 
estimates of receipts (other than subscriptions) 
and expenditure of the hospital or dispensary. 

(d) To give notice of meetings and of the business to 

be transacted at them, to prepare the proceed- 
ings of meetings, and to see that they are duly 
recorded. 

18. Hospital and dispensary committees shall meet 
monthly and shall scrutinize the monthly accounts and pass 
them after disallowing any charges considered improper. 
(But payment of ordinary charges shall not be deferred till 
after the meeting.) 

19. The committee shall inquire into all matters connected 
with the welfare of the hospital or dispensary ; and on such 
matters as relate to the economy of the institution shall 
communicate with the Civil Surgeon, who shall act in con- 
sultation with the Deputy Commissioner ; but in matters of a 
professional nature (such as the treatment of the sick, depart- 
mental returns, food and medical supplies, &c.) they shall act 
on the advice of the Civil Surgeon and, if necessary, obtain 
the opinion of the Administrative Medical Officer. 

20. The committee shall supervise the expenditure of the 
funds sanctioned for the maintenance of the hospital or 
dispensary, and shall sanction all expenditure subject to 
the control of the Deputy Commissioner, the President of 
the municipal or town committee, or the Administrative 
Medical Officer, as the ease may be. If the budget provision 
is foimd insufficient, the committee shall apply to the Con- 
trolling Officer for a reappropriation of funds, giving full 
reasons for the necessity of the application. 

21. The committee shall at every meeting examine the 
subscription account books and satisfy themselves that the 
cash in hand is correctly shown. They shall record in the 
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minutes of the raeeting whether the accounts and cash halance 
are correct and the vouchers complete. 

22. It shall he the duty of the committee to inquire into 
all unfavourable reports and bring to the notice of the Civil 
Surgeon any misconduct or laxity on the part of the Sub- 
ordinate Medical Officer in charge, or any defect in the 
management. 

23. The committee shall give sjiecial attention to the 
maintenance of the buildings in a good state of repair, and 
shall see that their general sanitation as well as that of 
their surroundings is properly attended to. 

24. Every member of the committee is expected to take 
an active personal interest in the welfare of the dispensary, 
and to do all in his power to promote its interests and extend 
its sphere of usefulness. 

25. The proceedings of every committee meeting shall 
be recorded in a minute book, and shall be signed by the 
President or other member who pi-esides at the meeting. 

26. The minutes so signed shall be read at the next 
meeting before any other business is considered, and shall then 
be confirmed by the committee, or, if necessary, amended. 

27. A copy of the minutes of each meeting shall be sent 
to the Deputy Commissioner for transmission to the Com- 
missioner of the division, and a second copy shall be forward- 
ed through the Civil Surgeon to the Administrative Medical 
Officer. These copies shall be sent within a week from the 
date of the meeting. 

28. At every monthly meeting of the committee the 
following books and statements shall be placed before the 
members : — 

(1) The visitors' book. 

(2) The subscription book. 

(3) The cash-book. 

(4) The Post Office Savings Bank pass-book. 

(5) The monthly return of income and expenditure. 

(6) The monthly return of receipts and expenditure 

of subscriptions with all necessary vouchers. 

(7) A statement of patients treated during the 

month. 

Visitors. 

29. The following officers shall be the oflScial visitors of 
hospitals and dispensaries within their jurisdictions : — 
(a) Commissioners of divisions, 
(ft) Deputy Commissioners. 
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(c) Subclivisional Officers. 

(d) District Superintendents of Police, 

30. The hospital or dispensary committee shall at each 
meeting appoint one of their members to be the visitor for 
the month to visit the dispensary at frequent intervals and 
see that the institution is being properly managed and that 
the subordinates are attentive to their duties. 

31. Visitors shall record for the information of the com- 
mittee the results of their visits in the visitors' book. Each 
visitor shall enter his or her name and the date of the visit 
in the visitors' book, whether he or she has any remarks to 
make or not. 

Superintendents. 

32. The Civil Surgeon shall be ex-officio Superintendent 
of all hospitals and dispensaries in his district classified under 
these rules. 

33. He shall exercise a general supervision over these 
institutions and shall interest himself in their working. He 
shall, in fact, be responsible for their good management. 

34. He shall periodically visit the various institutions in 
his district and muster the staff attached to them. He shall 
at these inspections satisfy himself as to the efficiency of the 
staff, and see that patients receive every attention and are 
well cared for ; that the insti'uments and other property of the 
dispensary are kept in good order and are properly stored ; 
that medicines are sufficient in quantity and of the kinds 
which are needed and that they are properly expended ; that 
the books and i-ecords are correctly written up and arranged ; 
that medical cases are fully and accurately recorded ; and that 
correct treatment is afforded. 

35. He shall give Subordinate Medical Officers all need- 
ful advice and encouragement, and shall urge them to main- 
tain and improve their professional attainments, and see that 
clinical aids are fully used by them. 

36. The Civil Surgeon shall exercise complete professional 
control over Subordinate Medical Officers and see that they 
perform their duties zealously and efficiently. 

37. He shall use his influence in stimulating subscrip- 
tions and shall carefully scrutinize the expenditure and ac- 
counts calling the attention of the committee to any irre^-u- 
larity or other circumstance which, in his opinion, deserves 
notice. 

38. All pay and contingent bills shall be countersigned 
by the Civil Surgeon before payment. 
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39. All reports, returns, and accounts required by the 
Administrative Medical Officer shall be countersigned and 
transmitted by tLe Civil Surgeon. 

Appointment, pay, leave, &c., op Subordinate Medical 

Opficers. 

""407 The Subordinate Medical Officer of every institution 
in Class I ■''of these rules shall be a Government servant and 
shall be appointed by the Administrative Medical Officer. 

41. The Subol'dinate Medical Officer of every institution 
in Class IJ^of these rules shall, unless otherwise specially 
provided by Government, be a Government servant. In 
cases vrhere special provision is made for the entertainment 
of an officer other than a Government servant, the appoint- 
ment shall be only made with the approval of the Adminis- 
trative Medical Officer. 

4'i. The -Subordinate Medical Officer of a dispensary or 
hospital in Class^KI of these rules shall ordinarily be ap- 
pointed by the supporters or committee of such an insti- 
tution in any manner they may think iit ; but if the institution 
receives pecuniary aid from provincial funds Government 
may reserve the power of controlling the appointment of an 
officer to the subordinate medical charge of the dispensary. 

43. The conditions under which an officer other than a 
Government servant may be nominated under Rules 41 and 42 
are — 

(a) that the nominee is duly qualified and holds a 
license, certificate, or diploma from some re- 
cognized medical school or college (such license, 
certificate, or diploma being subject to ex- 
amination and approval by the Administrative 
Medical Officer) ; 

(6) that the nominee is not a dismissed servant of 
Government, or disqualified for duty by reason 
of age, infirmity, or moral unfitness ; and 

(c) that in the event of misconduct, insolvency, or 
professional incompetence (whether by reason 
of age or otherwise), the Administrative Medical 
Officer may direct the nominee to be removed 
from his or her appointment. 

44. The Administrative Medical Officer may at any time 
for departmental or other reasons, remove or transfer any 
Government medical subordinate whose services have been 
lent to an institution included under Classes Tf^nd NI, and 
may appoint another in his place. \ _^ 
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45. The pay to which a Government medical subordinate 
in charge of any hospital or dispensary is entitled shall be 
the pay of his grade, and no allowance in excess of the 
authorized salary* may be granted without the consent of the 
Administrative Medical Officer and the sanction of Govern- 
ment being first obtained. 

46. A Government medical subordinate appointed to the 
charge of a hospital or dispensary under these rules retains 
his right to pension and leave allowances under the Civil 
Service Resrulations. 

47. All applications for leave from such Government me- 
dical subordinates shall be submitted through the hospital or 
dispensary committee and the Civil Surgeon to the Adminis- 
trative Medical Officer, who alone is authorized to grant the 
leave and to apiDoint a substitute. In cases of illness neces- 
sitating early relief, applications for leave from Government 
medical subordinates may be addressed direct to the Civil 
Surgeon, who shall transmit them to the Administrative 
Medical Officer. / i ,4^ =* S" 

48. Svibordinate Medical Officers in/charge of hospitals 
or dispensaries in Class-ft'andr'dass-iil of these rules, who 
are not in Government service, shall be entitled to such leave 
as the committee may be empowered to grant. The com- 
mittee shall appoint a locum tenens under the provisions of 
Rules 41, 42, and 43, or shall apply to the Administrative 
Officer for the services of a substitute, provided that they 
are prepared to meet the pay of such an officer from funds 
at their disposal. 

49. The salaries or part salaries of Government medical 
subordinates appointed to the charge of dispensaries of Class 

'& ui' IH, including such enhancements as may become due 
on theirj promotion, and contributions (if required) towards 
their leave and pension allowances, shall be paid by the 
committee. 

50. In special cases where, on a full consideration of the 
income and expenditure of the funds from which a hospital 
or dispensary is chiefly supported, the Deputy Commissioner 
and Commissioner within whose jurisdictions the institution 
is situated, are satisfied that the funds are really unable to 
meet the increased charge arising from the promotion of a 
Subordinate Medical Officer, the Government will be prepared

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to consider the expediency of affording assistance either by 
appointing an officer on lower pay, or by a grant-in-aid equal 
to the amount due. 

Duties of Suboedinate MEDiCAii Officers. 

51. The Medical Officer in charge of a hospital or dis- 
pensary shall be responsible for the treatment of the sick, and 
this duty shall on no account be delegated to a subordinate ; 
he shall also be responsible for all matters connected with 
the comfort and well-being of the patients, and for the 
maintenance of discipline. 

62. Tlie Medical Officer in charge of a hospital or dis- 
pensary shall always be present during the hours appointed 
for affording medical relief, and shall treat all cases that 
may be presented. 

53. He shall at all times give his immediate attention to 
urgent cases, and, when not himself at the dispensary, he shall 
leave the compounder or other competent person in charge 
with instructions as to where he is to be found if wanted. 

54). He is permitted to engage in private practice (with 
the consent of the committee), but this privilege must not 
be allowed to interfere with the proper performance of his 
public duties. He must not absent himself from the dispen- 
sary during the appointed hours of attendance, except in 
urgent cases when the patient nr ^mtients requiring his ser- 
vices cannot be moved. 

55. Any jjerson attending at a hospital or disj)ensai'y is 
entitled to receive medical advice and medicines free of 
charge ; but the Medical Officer in charge shall impress upon 
all but the poorer class of patients the duty of subscribing to 
the funds of the institution. Repeated applications from such 
persons for gratuitous medical relief shall be brought to the 
notice of the committee for such action as they may think 
fit. 

56. The Medical Officer in charge of a hospital or dis- 
pensary is not compelled to attend patients (whether sub- 
scribers or otherwise) at their own houses, except those 
Government servants who are entitled to such attendance, 
and he may only in urgent cases visit the latter during the 
regular disjjensary hours. 

57. He shaU not be required to attend subscribers gra- 
tuitously at their own homes. 

58. The Medical Officer in charge (except at institutions 
where a clerk is entertained) shall keep all the books, records, 
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and accounts of the hospital or dispensary ; he shall also pre- 
pare and submit punctually all returns, reports and other 
documents prescribed in this Manual or by the Administrative 
Medical Officer. 

59. At hospitals or dispensaries where a clerk is employed, 
all the clerical work shall be performed under the direction of 
the Subordinate Medical Officer ; and the latter shall be re- 
sponsible for the correctness and prompt submission of reports 
and returns. 

60. The Medical Officer in charge shall be responsible 
that all medicines and instruments and other projierty be- 
longing to the hospital or dispensary are carefully and tidily 
kept. 

61. Every Subordinate Medical Officer shall strive to 
maintain his hospital or dispensary in the highest state of 
efficiency, and shall attend to all details in the management, 
and preserve the buildings and their surroundings in a sani- 
tary condition. He shall pay particular attention to the 
conservancy arrangements, and shall see to the proper hous- 
ing of patients and the segregation of those suffering from 
acy disease of a contagious nature, 

62. An important part of a Subordinate Medical Officer's 
duties shall be to do all in his power to render the institution 
popular and to extend its sphere of usefulness among the 
surrounding population. 

63. It shall be the duty of the Subordinate Medical Offi- 
cer in charge of a hospital or dispensary at a station where 
there is no superior Medical Officer present, to conduct all 
post-mortem or other medical examinations and to preserve 
notes for the information of the Civil Surgeon, Magistrate, or 
Police Officer as prescribed in rules 212 to 241 and 251 to 259. 

Establishments. 

64. The selection and appointment of menials shall rest 
with the Subordinate Medical Officer subject to the approval 
of the hospital or dispensary committee ; but in the case of 
compounders the appointment shall be subject to the confir- 
mation of the Civil Surgeon, who shall have the power of 
removing and replacing an inefficient man. 

65. All appointments, removals, and dismissals of servants 
shall be reported to the Secretary with a view to the matter 
being brought before the committee for approval at their 
next meeting.

66. In all hospitals and dispensaries one of the suhor- 
dinates must always be present and sleep on the premises. 

67. No hospital or dispensary servant shall be employed 
in the private service of Medical Officers. 

68. No Subordinate Medical Officer, or compounder, or 
other servant of a hospital or dispensary shall have any 
interest in a private dispensary or druggist's shop. A Sub- 
ordinate Medical Officer may, with the consent of the Civil 
Surgeon and the hospital or dispensary committee, keep a 
private stock of medicines for the use of his private patients. 

Buildings and Furnitube. 

69. All buildings in which it is proposed to locate, whether 
temporarily or permanently, a hospital or dispensary and all 
alterations and extensions of such buildings shall receive the 
approval of the Administrative Medical Officer, All plans 
and estimates shall be transmitted for this purpose through 
the Civil Surgeon, the Deputy Commissioner, and the Com- 
missioner of the division, who shall, in token of their ap- 
proval, countersign such plans and estimates, or record any 
suggestions they may deem fit. 

70. Every hospital and dispensary must be provided with 
quarters for the Subordinate Medical Officer, the compounder, 
and servants, roofed latrines, a mortuary, and, where in- 
patients are received, a kitchen and a shed for the accom- 
modation of persons suffering from infectious ailments. 

71. Unless more suitable arrangements are available, the 
dry-earth system of conservancy shall be practised in all 
hospitals and dispensaries. 

72. Every dispensary shall be provided with the follow- 
ing furniture : — 

A writing table ; 

A dispensing table ; 

An almirah for medicines and instruments where pro- 
per shelves and cupboards have not been pro- 
vided ; 

An almirah, box, or drawer for poisons ; 

Two or more chairs ; 

A couple of wooden benches for the use of patients ; 

A wash-hand basin ; and 

A zinc bucket for the mortuary. 
At hospitals there shall be, in addition to the above, — 

Cots according to the number of patients capable of 
being housed ; 
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Blanlvets, two at least for each bed ; 

Pillows, one at least for eaeli bed ; 

Pillow-eases, two to each pillow ; 

Sheets, two to each bed ; 

Bedside tables, one for each cot ; 

Common earthenware pans or gumlalis for the use of 
patients, in sufficient number ; 

Frames for bed-head tickets, one for each bed ; 

An almirah, rack, or other suitable receptacle for hos- 
pital linen, clothing, &c. ; 

A dooly or dandy ; 

A lamp for the operation room ; 

A hand lantern ; 

A medicine tray. 

Medical and Surgical Equipment. 

i. — Indents. ^i- 

73. All hospitals and dispensaries classified under Class I ,Tr '4 
of these rules shall obtain their supplies of medicines, instru- 
ments, and appliances from the Government Medical Stores. 

74. Hospitals and dispensaries classified under Classes |II,lJi.«J, 
aas#^# of these rules may make their own arrangements 

as to the source from which they obtain their medical stores ; 
provided that the Administrative Medical Officer is satisfied 
that the arrangements are economical. 

75. Indents for medicines and surgical equipment from 
hospitals and dispensaries specified under Classes III and I-H — (i^-^ 
of these rules shall be accompanied by a certificate to the ^ 
effect that the cost of the stores indented for does not exceed 

the allotment for this purpose in the budget {vide page sxix, 
Appendix G). The amount of the allotment available shall 
be distinctly stated on the certificate and its correctness 
attested by the Secretary of the committee. If the institu- 
tion is maintained by the district cess fund, the certificate 
and statement shall be countersigned by the Deputy Com- 
missioner in token of check of budget provision. 

76. Annual indents for medical stores shall be prepared 
by the Subordinate Medical Officer in charge of each hospital 
or dispensary, and shall be submitted in duplicate through the 
Civil Surgeon of the district and the Deputy Commissioner 
or President of the hospital committee to the Administrative 
Medical Officer for countersignature on such dates as may be 
prescribed from time to time by that officer. 

77. Supplementary and emergent indents shall only be 
submitted in cases of urgent necessity, and a memorandum 
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shall accompauy each such indent explaining the causes 
under which the demand has arisen. Such indents shall be 
submitted in duplicate with a certificate similar to that pre- 
scribed for annual indents, and shall be forwarded through the 
same channel to the Administrative Medical Officer. 

78. Indents for medical stores shall ordinarily be confined 
to the medicines, instruments, and appliances named in the 
lists given in Appendix C ; and Civil Surgeons shall restrain 
Subordinate Medical Officers from indenting for all or nearly 
all the articles on the lists, especially in cases of drugs the 
action and uses of which are nearly the same. Any excep- 
tional requirement shall be explained in a memorandum for- 
warded with the indent. 

79. In all indents quantities of fluids shall be specified by 
measure ; dry articles, mineral acids, chloroform, essential oils, 
and cnrbolic acid shall be entered in avoirdupois weight. 
These entries shall be carefully scrutinized by the Civil Sur- 
geon ; special care shall be taken that the entries in the 
column of requirements i)Uis the quantities " Hemaining in 
store " do not exceed the previous year's expenditure. Every 
demand in excess of this allowance shall be explained in the 
memorandum accompanying the indent. 

80. The Civil Surgeon shall, whenever possible, test the 
correctness of the entries in an indent under the column 
" Remaining in store" by having from 15 to 20 p(?r cent, of 
the stock taken at random weighed and measured in his pre- 
sence. In cases where errors are detected, the Civil Surgeon 
shall recommend the Subordinate Medical Officer at fault for 
exemplary punishment. 

81. Extraordinary demands for medicines not entered in 
Appendix C shall be purchased from a private chemist up 
to a limit of Rs. 5 for each purchase and up to an annual 
limit of Es. 50. This expenditure shall be subsequently re- 
covered on a contingent bill under • the countersignature of 
the Administrative Medical Officer. 

82. If in any particular instance it is found impracticable 
to restrict the purchase of medicines to the annual limit of 
Es. 50, a reference shall be made to the Administrative Me- 
dical Ofiicer with a full report of the circumstances under 
which the necessity has arisen, and the Administrative Medi-* 
cal Officer will, if he approves, provide or recommend that 
provision be made, as the case may be, for an increased 
ffrant. 
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83. As the charges for packing and transit of consign- 
ments of sulphuric, nitric, and hydrochloric acids are the 
same for small and large quantities, and as the medicinal pro- 
perties of these acids are not impaired by keej)ing, Medical 
Officers shall, for the sake of economy and convenience, in- 
dent for not less than half a pound at one time, and, when 
larger quantities are required, for multiples of that amount. 
Other drugs shall be indented for in the quantities specified 
in Appendix C. 

84. Spongio impermeable and spongio piline shall not be 
indented for unless special reasons are given for their neces- 
sity. Spongio impermeahle is not issued from the Govern- 
ment Medical Stores. 

85. Bazaar medicines and indigenous drugs of undoubted 
repute shall be used as much as possible in dispensary prac- 
tice ; and Medical Officers should encourage the use of these 
drugs as substitutes for the more expensive articles of the 
British Pharmacopoeia. 

Explanation.— By the restrictions laid dowu in the foregoing rules 
it is not intended to restrict Medical Oiiicers to any particular lines 
of treatment or to Ijamper them in their professional practice by 
unreasonably limiting them in the use of drugs, but Medical Officers 
are enjoined to afford hearty co-operation in carrying out every 
measure which tends to secure economy, so far as this is consistent 
with the performance of all m their power for every patient coming 
under their care. 

ii. — IlecUcines. 

86. Medicines shall be stored carefully ; and each bottle, 
vessel, or packet shall bear a label indicating distinctly 
the name of the contents. Wherever possible, medical stores 
shall be kept under lock and key, portions of this stock 
being withdrawn in smaller bottles or vessels from time to 
time for dispensing prescriptions. 

87. -No charge shall be made for medicines dispensed to 
patients who attend at a hosj)ital or dispensary or to Govern- 
ment servants who send prescriptions signed by Government 
Medical Officers. 

88. No medicines shall be issued from the stock of the 
hospital or dispensary to any one who does not receive treat- 
ment either as an in-patient or out-patient. But a Govern- 
ment servant, attended at his hoase by a Government Medical 

•Officer is entitled to have the jorescriptions of that officer 
made up at the hospital or dispensary, the name of the Gov- 
ernment servant being in such cases registered as an out- 
patient. 
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89. UbIcss specially sanctioned by competent medical 
authority, i.e., by the Civil Surgeon or Administrative Medical 
Officer, medicines shall not be issued in bulk to patients, but 
merely in accordance with prescription. 

90. No drug shall be issued on the requisition of non-pro- 
fessional x^ersons. 

91. Prescriptions prepared by StafE Surgeons for civilian 
patients residing within cantonments shall be dispensed at a 
military hospital, and those from Civil Surgeons for Military 
Officers in military employment residing in the civil lines, at 
the civil dispensary ; provided that the medicines dispensed 
at a civil dispensary or hospital are not purchased from local 
funds. 

iii. — Poisons. 

92. All poisons shall be kept under lock and key in a box, 
drawer, or almirah, and the key retained by the Subordinate 
Medical Officer. 

93. All bottles or vessels containing any of the drugs 
named in the list of poisons given in Appendix E, shall be 
labelled " Poison." 

94. Poisons shall be kepit separate from all other drugs, 
and on no account shall any poison be placed among other 
medicines, even though it has been labelled or its nature 
otherwise indicated, nor shall any non-poisonous drug be 
placed in the poison box, drawer, or almirah. 

95. Tlie poison box, draAver, or almirah shall always be 
kept locked, and the key shall not be entrusted to the care of 
a compounder or other hospital servant. Poisons shall in- 
variably be removed as required and replaced by the Subordi- 
nate Medical Officer. 

96. A list of poisons as given in Appendix E shall be 
hung near the poison box, drawer, or almirah. Printed 
lists of poisons are obtainable ou indent from the Superin- 
tendent, Government Printing, Rangoon. 

iv. — Surgical Instruments and Ajjpliances. 

97. The minimum equipment of surgical instruments and 
appliances which shall be ordinarily maintained at a hospital 
or dispensary is given in Appendix D, and duplicates should 
be kept of such articles only as are in frequent use and are 
likely to be wanted while the originals are away for repair. » 

98. The instruments and appliances provided by Govern- 
ment on the opening of a hospital or dispensary are a free gift 
and become the absolute property of the institution. 
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99. All instruments and appliances shall be freqviently 
examined to ensure perfect cleanliness. The following in- 
structions shall be observed : — 

Steel instruments after use shall be carefully washed and 
"wiped dry with a soft cloth. They shall then be placed in the 
sun or exposed to an artificial heat of about 140° P. in any 
manner most convenient for an hour or so. Care shall be 
taken not to expose the instrument to artificial heat too sud- 
denly as the handles, if made of wood, bone, or other friable 
material, are likely to be damaged. An excellent way of 
avoiding this is to lay the instrument on a sheet of tin sus- 
pended over a lighted lamp. 

When thoroughly dry and while still warm the steel part 
of the instrument should be plunged into E-augoon oil ; the 
superfluous oil should be allowed to drain ofi: before replacing 
the instrument in its case or place. In doing so care should 
be taken not to touch the steel parts of the instrument with 
the fingers. Instruments made wholly of steel should be 
handled with a forceps. 

TVooden instruments, boxes, mid leather cases shall, during 
the w^et season, be occasionally aired in the sun. 

Gutta-percha tissues and drainage tubing shall be kept 
soft and pliable by being completely immersed in cold watei', 
which should be changed at frequent intervals. 

Oiled silk shall be kept in an open tray, freely exposed to 
the air, in a cool place. The sheets shall be first dusted on both 
sides with very finely powdered sifted chalk, which should be 
slightly rubbed on. 

Gum-elastic articles, such as catheters, stomach-pump tubes, 
&c., shall be hung up in the air in a cool place and not kept 
shut up in boxes. 

All aseptic surgical dressings of lint, cotton, tow, &c,, 
shall be carefully preserved in clean paper wrappers in air- 
tight drawers or boxes. 

100. A large case ot post-mortem instruments will be issued 
from the Government Medical Stores to institutions where 
Medical Officers and subordinates are required by Government 
to conduct such examinations. 

101. Measure-glasses shall not be used for administering 
medicines to patients. 

102. The Subordinate Medical Officer in charge of a hospi- 
tal or dispensary shall submit annually, on the 1st April, 
through the Civil Surgeon of the district, to the Administrative 
Medical Officer, a return of surgical instruments and medical 

. 3 
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and surgical appliances belonging to the institution in form 
Medl— 35 Misc. 

V. — Unserviceable and Mepairable Stores. 

103. Appliances expended in the treatment of the sick, or 
broken in hospital practice, such as tow, lint, tape, glass, 
crockery, &c., shall he shown in the column of issues of the 
return of surgical equipment, and a note will he appended in 
the column of remarks explaining all cases of breakage or loss. 

104. Immediately after the close of the month in which 
any article of the surgical or medical equipment of a hospital 
or dispensary is lost, broken, or otherwise rendered unservice- 
able, a report, in duplicate, in Form Medl. — 26 Misc. 
shall be submitted by the Subordinate Medical Officer through 
the Civil Surgeon, who shall record on the statement his 
opinion of the explanation given as to the manner in which an 
article is stated to have been lost, broken, or otherwise rendered 
unserviceable, and make recommendations as to whether the 
article may be written off or whether the whole or part of 
the cost of the article shall be recovered from the party at 
fault. The appro-^imate value of the article should be stated. 

105. Unless otherwise directed, the amount payable on 
such account shall be recovered, in the case of hospital subordi- 
nates or servants, from the fii'st pay disbursed after the de- 
cision of the Administrative Medical Officer has been received. 
Amounts so recovered shall be credited to the fund from 
which the hos^^ital or dispensary is mainly supported, and the 
voucher for such payment placed before the committee at 
the first meeting after the payment. This voucher shall be 
sent to the Civil Surgeon if no committee has been organized 
for the management of the hospital or dispensary. 

106. Should the article be required to be replaced at 
once, a supplementary indent, in duplicate, in Form Medl. — 
33B. Miscl. shall be submitted through the Civil Surgeon 
to the Administrative Medical Officer, and the number 
and date of tlie decision of the Administrative Medical 
Officer shall be quoted as the autliority under which the 
indent is submitted ; but such indents should be rare as a 
sufficient reserve of articles in frequent use will be provided 
at each institution. 

107. If not required immediately, and if the article is a 
necessary part of the equipment of the hospital or dispensary, 
it shall be included in the annual indent, and the authority 
quoted as in the preceding rule. 
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108. All articles rendered unserviceable by fair wear and 
tear sball be placed before tbe Civil Surgeon at liis inspection 
of the hospital or dispensary, and a report as laid down in 
Rule 105 shall be made to the Administrative Medical Officer. 
The statement with the Administrative Medical Officer's 
decision shall be placed before the first meeting of the com- 
mittee convened thereafter, or before the Civil Surgeon at 
places where no committee has been formed, who shall direct 
that the articles be destroyed, sent for repair, or sold by 
public auction, as the case may require. 

109. The money realized by the sale of such articles shall 
be placed to the credit of the fund from which the dispen- 
sary or hospital draws its chief support. 

110. Amounts realized under Rule 105 or 109 on account 
of the equipment of hospitals and dispensaries in Class III 
of these rules shall be received and credited in such manner 
as the supporters or directors of such institutions may decide. 

111. Repairable articles from hospitals and dispensaries 
in Class I of these rules shall be sent to the Government 
Medical Stores, and vouchers shall be prepared in triplicate 
in Form Medl.-84 Miscl. 

One of the three copies of the vouchers shall be marked 
" Receipt " and the other two as " Delivery " vouchers. One 
cojoy of the delivery voucher shall be placed in the ease con- 
taining the repairable articles, and the receipt and remaining 
delivery voucher shall be forwarded to the address of the 
Medical Storekeeper. 

112. Repairs to instruments, &c., from hospitals and dis- 
pensaries in Classes II and III of these rules are executed on 
payment at the Government Medical Stores, and care should be 
taken to mark the receipt and delivery vouchers accompany- 
ing such articles with the words " On payment " in red ink, 

113. Articles supplied from the Government Medical 
Stores to institutions under Class I may be returned into the 
stores with the sanction of the Administrative Medical Officer 
when no longer required. Vouchers as laid down in Rule 111 
shall be prej)ared and marked in red ink with the words 
"Not to be returned." Hospitals and dispensaries of Classes 
II and III shall not return such instruments, &c., into the 
Government Medical Stores. 

114. The address on packing cases of articles sent to the 
Government Medical Stores shall be secured so as not to be 
easily defaced or torn off, and shall bear the name of the 
hospital or dispensary from which they are returned. 
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115. Articles of small value shall not be sent for repair 
or returned to the Government Medical Stores. 

116. Earthenware vessels lost, broken, or otherwise render- 
ed unserviceable shall be disposed of by the Civil Surgeon 
without reference to the Administrative Medical Ofl&cer. 

Patients. 

117. In-door patients shall be required to conform to all 
the rules of the hospital and to obey the directions of the 
Medical Officer in charge. 

118. Subordinate Medical Officers in charge of a hospital 
or dispensary shall discharge any patient who refuses to 
observe the rules, or to submit to his orders, or to follow the 
treatment prescribed. The power herein conferred should be 
exercised with great care and discretion, due consideration 
being given to the condition of the patient. 

119. Each bed when occupied shall be furnished with a 
bed-head ticket in Form Medl.-3 Miscl. These tickets shall 
be written vip daily, morning and evening, by the Subordinate 
Medical Officer in charge so as to preserve a concise history 
of the case and its treatment. It is also advisable to main- 
tain a case-book for recording all special or important cases. 

120. Where special accommodation has been provided for 
paying patients, fees may be levied according to a scale to he 
sanctioned by the Hosjiital Committee, or by the Civil Surgeon 
if no committee has been organized. 

121. No charge shall be made for attendance given to an 
in-patient. 

122. In-patients wlio are permitted to diet themselves 
shall not introduce any article of food or drink which the 
Subordinate Medical Officer in charge may consider unwhole- 
some or injurious; and they shall not give their meals to 
other patients without permission. 

123. Friends and relatives may visit the wards of in-door 
patients at hours to be iised by the Subordinate Medical 
Officer in charge. Visits may not be paid at other hours 
without special permission of the Subordinate Medical Officer 
in charge, who may, if he thinks fit, ascertain the object of 
the visit. 

121. All patients brought by the police to a hospital or 
dispensary shall be handed over to the police when discharg- 
ed, and all particulars in connection with such cases shall 
be carefully noted in the E^egister of Police Cases {see Pro- 
cedure relating to Police Cases, page 33). 
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125. The clotliing of patients suffering from aa infectious 
or contagious disease shall be disinfected or burnt. 

126. Articles of clothing and other moveable property 
belonging to a deceased in-patient who has no relatives or 
heirs shall be forwarded at once to the Magistrate. 

127. The funeral exjienses of pauper patients shall be 
borne from the funds provided for contingencies ; and the dis- 
posal of corpses brought by the police to a hospital shall 
also be paid for from the contingent grant unless the corpses 
are examined elsewhere than in the hospital dead-house. In 
the latter ease the expenditure shall be borne by the Deputy 
Commissioner and charged to the head 32, Miscellaneous — 
Donations for charitable purposes. 

128. Whenever a non-commissioned officer or soldier dies 
in a hospital, the Subordinate Medical Officer sliall inform the 
Civil Surgeon, who shall report the circumstance to the Ad- 
ministrative Medical Officer. 

129. Whenever a Military Officer under the care of a 
Civil Surgeon is placed on or taken off the sick list, a medical 
certificate in A. H. Book Form No. 3 shall Ijc furnished by the 
Civil Surgeon, in the case of an Officer attached to a native 
corjps, to the Medical Officer of the corps, and, in the case of 
an officer of the British Army, to the Medical Officer in cliarge 
of the Station Hospital. 

130. Native Military Officers and Insj)cctors of Police re- 
quiring medical treatment shall be attended by the Medical 
Officer under whose charge they are j)laced, at their quarters 
if they are suitable for a sick officer and the illness be of a 
mild nature ; otherwise one of the rooms of the hospital 
shall be made available for their recej)tion. If there is only 
one room, a portion shall be screened off so as to afford 
seclusion. On no account should officers of these classes be 
relegated to tiie common ward of a hosj)ital. If it is not pos- 
sible to provide such accommodation, the officers shall be 
treated at their own quarters. 

131. Out-patients shall attend during the recognized 
hours. Each patient shall be furnished with a ticket in Form 
MedL-8 MiscL, which should be jiroduced each time a renewal 
of medicine is required, but medical aid shall not be refused 
if the patient has lost or forgotten to bring this ticket. 

Attendance. 

132. The hours of attendance at a hospital or dispensary 
shall ordinarily be for not less than three hours in the morn- 
ing, between 6 and 10 a.m., or until all the patients have 
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■been affol"cled medical relief, and two hours in the evening, 
between 3 and 6 p.m.; but these hours may be modified by 
the committee Avith the concurrence of the Civil Surgeon 
and Deputy Commissioner. 

133. The hours of atteudance shall be clearly stated in 
English and in several native languages on a notice-board 
posted in some conspicuous place at or near the dispensary 
or hosj)ital. 

134. All Medical Officers and subordinates employed by 
Government are bound to give their professional services 
without remuneration when required by proper authority 
in the interests of Government. 

135. Medical attendance in cases of accident or emer- 
gency shall be given at all hours, and patients in such cases 
shall be received unhesitatingly into any hospital or disj^en- 
sarv where admission is sought and where sufficient accom- 
modation is available. Any question as to the particular 
institution into which a patient might most appropriately be 
admitted should be deferred. 

13G. If a patient seeking admiesion under the above cir- 
cumstances is suffering from an infectious or communicable 
disease, he shall, if no infectious diseases shed is provided, 
be accommodated apart from the other inmates of the hospi- 
tal, room being made available by clearing one of the wards 
of less serious cases. 

137. No patients except Government servants are entitled 
to gratuitous medical attendance at their homes. 

It shall, however, be generally understood that Government 
servants of the lower grades will attend at a dispensary or 
hospital for medical relief when able to do so, and will not 
demand attendance at their homes for simj)le ailments. 

138. When a Government servant lives at a greater dis- 
tance than 2 miles from the dispensary, the Medical Officer 
called on to afford aid shall be provided l;)y him with the 
means of conveyance. 

139. Gratuitous medical attendance shall be afforded to — 

(1) all Government servants in civil {i.e., non-mili- 

tary) employment ; 

(2) all Eoyal Indian Marine Officers and Engineers 

of all grades, when on shore ; 

(3) European military pensioners pensioned direct 

from the Military Service ; 

(4) Sergeant- Instructors of Volunteers ; 

(5) All officers in Military employment ; 
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(6) Officers serving in the Military Works Depart- 

ment ; 

(7) Officers of the Invalid Battalion; 

(8) Cantonment Magistrates ; 

(9) Chaplains ; 

(10) Honorary Commissioned and Warrant Officers of 

the effective and retired lists ; 

(11) Non-Commissioned Officers in Staff Military em- 

ployment ; 

(12) Soldiers transferred to the unattached list ; 

(13) Civilian employes {not being clerks) of the Ord- 

nance Department ; 

(14) Civilian and Military clerks of Army headquar- 

ters and of the office of the Director-General 
of Ordnance in India ; 

(15) The families of those named under clause (3) 

when the pensioner is not in civil employment, 

and the families of all other offi.cials [except 

those named in clause (1)] when not in civil 

employment. 

For the purposes of these rules the term family includes 

the Officer's wife and legitimate children residing with and 

wholly dependent on him, and also his parents, sisters, and 

minor brothers if wholly dependent on and residing with him. 

140. The following officials and their families are, how- 
ever, not so entitled : — 

(i) Unemployed General Officers and Officers trans- 
ferred to the unemployed supernumerary list 
or to the retired list, who remain in India fop 
their own convenience. 

(ii) Colonels and Lieutenant- Colonels permitted to re- 
side in India. 

(iii) Lieutenant- Colonels of the Royal (late Indian) 
Artillery and Engineers, transferred to the In- 
dian supernumerary list, who are unemployed 
and not borne on the strength of the garrison 
of the station wherein they may reside. 

(iv) Those who have been granted a pension or gra- 
tuity for service in the civil department. 

141. The following are entitled to the services of the Civil 
Surgeon himself : — 

(i) Government servants, whether gazetted officers or 
not, drawing a salary of Rs. 250 and over ; 
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(ii)* Officiating Assistant Superintendents of Police ; 

(iii) E-oyal Indian Marine Officers and Engineers of 
all grades when on shore and their families ; 

(iv) European military pensioners who have been pen- 
sioned direct from military service and who 
reside outside cantonments ; 
(v) Sergeant-Instructors of Volunteers and their fami- 
lies when there is no Honorary Surgeon of the 
Corps or Military Surgeon in the station ; 

(vi) The officials named in clauses (5) to (14) of Rule 
139 when there is no Military Surgeon in the 
station. The families of officers are also en- 
titled to this privilege if the officials are not 
in civil employment. 

142. The attendance of the Civil Surgeon shall, however, 
be readily given in all cases of emergency or of great danger 
or of difficulty, or when applied for by the Subordinate 
Medical Officer. 

143. When a Civil Surgeon resides within or near canton- 
ments, the pixvely Civil establishments in cantonment entitled 
to his services shall be attended to by the Civil Surgeon ; 
otherwise the Staff Surgeon is the proper medical attendant. 

144. When there is no Civil Surgeon at a station, Gov- 
ernment servants residing in the immediate vicinity of a 
cantonment, although not within the actual boundary, are 
entitled to the services of the Staff Surgeon or other Medical 
Officer under whose charge they are placed. 

145. All officers and the families of officers who are en- 
titled to gratuitous medical attendance in a civil station or 
cantonment are entitled to it at any other place in India where 
they may be residing, whether on duty or on leave, from 
any Medical Officer at the station paid by Government for 
staff, civil, or general duties. 

146. An officer entitled to gratuitous medical attendance 
is also entitled to gratuitous advice from an officer in the em- 
ployment of Government called into consultation by the 
medical officer who is in accordance with regulations in 
charge of the case. Should the officer, however, decline the 
attendance of the medical officer provided by Government, 
and call in another medical officer to him in illness the usual 
fees can be claimed by the latter. 

147. All vessels visiting any port in the province shall 
have the option of sending their sick to the civil hospital or 
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dispensary for treatment, and any sailor or otlier*member of 
a vessel applying for medical relief in person at a sea-port 
hospital shall be admitted immediately if the ease is urgent ; 
otherwise admission may be refused if no written permission 
from the master of the vessel is produced. 

148. On the admission of an urgent case from a vessel in 
port or of a case where the master of a vessel has authorized 
admission to a sea-port hospital, the master shall be invited 
to pay the donation mentioned in Rule 174. If, however, the 
master refuses to pay, the matter should not be pressed. 

149. When a nativ^e Chief, or unofficial Gentleman of 
high position desires the professional attendance of any Me- 
dical Officer of Government, the latter will be at lil)erty to 
attend him, provided that such attendance does not interfere 
with the due performance of his ordinary dvxties. The special 
permission of the local Government will, however, be necessary 
Avhen such attendance involves the absence of the officer from 
those duties for any substantial time. 

Fees toe. Medical Attendance and Certificates. 

150. To obviate confusion and misunderstanding, the Gov- 
ernment of India has ruled that when a Medical Officer is 
first called in, it is advantageous to all concerned that a clear 
understanding should be arrived at regarding the fees charge- 
able, and that, in the absence of a special agreement on 
the basis of a yearly payment, it shall be fair to assume that 
a Medical Officer's professional services will be paid for by 
the visit. 

151. When a Medical Officer is called to render profes- 
sional aid, he shall respond unhesitatingly and leave the ques- 
tion of fees for consideration after his first visit, and may 
transfer the further treatment of the case to the proper medi- 
cal attendant. 

152. All questions which may arise regarding the amount 
of remuneration for medical attendance will be left to pri- 
vate adjustment. 

153. A Native Chief or Gentleman of high position may 
offer any Medical Officer of Government attending him such 
fee as he thinks fit. The offer made will be reported by 
the Medical Officer through the Political Agent or other 
officer of Government exercising political functions in the 
State of which the said Chief, Noble or Gentleman is a resi- 
dent, for the consideration of the local Government within 
whose jurisdiction the Native State is situated. 

4 
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154. Iti reporting the offer, the Medical Officer Tvill state, 
so far as he is able to do so consistently with his position as a 
medical adviser — 

(a) the nature and extent of the relief afforded ; 

(b) the importance of the case from a professional 

point of view ; and 

(c) the circumstances under which he attended the 

patient. 

155. This report will not be required from a Medical Of- 
ficer in the following cases : — 

(fl) when the officer names his own charge in accord- 
ance with a scale which he has fixed for his 
patients generally, who are not Native Princes 
or Chiefs and when svich charge has been ae- 
cepted by the patient ; and 

(6) when the officer and patient reside in the same 
station and the fee does not exceed Rs. 50 for 
each visit, or Rs. 1,000 in the aggregate for 
repeated visits during the course of a year. 

156. When it is necessary to forward a report such as 
prescribed in Rule 153 the Political Officer shall transmit it 
with such remarks as he may consider necessary. The local 
Government will have authority to sanction the acceptance 
of any fee so reported, unless the amount appears out of pro- 
portion to the relief afforded and to the circumstances of the 
case, in which event the question will be submitted, with the 
local Government's opinion, for the consideration and orders 
of the Government of India. 

157. The term 'fees ' in these rules includes honoraria or 
presents from Native Chiefs, Nobles, and Native Gentlemen 
of high position in a Native State. 

158. A Medical Officer, not being the Civil Surgeon or an 
officer in medical charge of a civil station, shall be entitled 
to a fee of Pts. 16 for conducting a post-mortem examination, 
and to a fee of Ks. 10 for conducting a medico-legal examin- 
ation other than a post-m.ortem examination, in cases not 
falling within the ordinary discharge of his duties, whether 
or not he is required to give evidence in a court of justice in 
connection with such examination. It is, however, to be 
distinctly understood that when such an officer is required, 
under these circumstances, to give evidence in a court of 
justice, he shall not be entitled to any remuneration in ad- 
dition to the fee above sanctioned other than the usual ex- 
penses paid to a witness. 
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159. Medical 0£Q.cers are permitted to charge fees for 
certificates of physical fitness if the applicant is at the time of 
examination not in the service of Government, and the certi- 
ficate is required by any authority other than Government. 

160. Civil Surgeons receive a fixed fee of E,s. 4 for each 
candidate examined under the Postal Life Insurance Rules. 

Medical Certificates. 

161. Medical certificates to candidates for employment in 
Government service shall he in the form prescribed by Article 
61 of the Civil Service Ptegulations. 

162. When a Medical Officer finds it necessary to detain 
an applicant for leave under the European Services Piules. a 
certificate in the form given undei- Article 356 («) of the 
Civil Service Regulations shall be granted. 

163. An applicant for an invalid pension, or for leave, or 
extension, or commutation of leave on medical certificate, 
shall be provided ^vitli a statement of his medical case and of 
the treatment adopted as required by Articles 487 («), 894 («), 
and 903 of the Civil Service Ptegulations, and with the appro- 
priate certificate prescribed by Articles 491 (a), 893, and 907. 

164. Gazetted officers shall be furnished with three copies 
of the statement of tbeir medical case and certificate inPorm 

Medl.— 13. 

165. Unless otherwise ordered, the certificates required by 
Articles 61, 356 {a), 491 (a), and 893 shall not be granted by 
any other than an officer holding tlie position of a Civil Sur- 

coon 

* 166 Certificates from a non-gazetted officer's medical 
attendant shall be in Porm Medl— 17 and shall be counter- 
sio-ned by a Civil Surgeon when that officer is not himself the 
medical attendant. 

167. Certificates recomraendmg the grant of casual leave 
shall be given in Porm Medl.— 15. ,. . , ., . 

168. No alterations other than those distinctly prescribed 
by the Civil Service Regulations shall be made in any certi- 
ficate. Alterations where permissible shall be attested by 
the initials of the Medical Officer granting the certificate. 

169 If a public servant is ill, he must be reported sick. 
If it be considered that the station in which he is serving is 
inimical to his constitution, and that he is likely to have 
better health elsewhere, he is still to be reported sick and 
unfit for duty and dealt with accordingly. Medical Officers 
are prohibited from recommending a change of station for a 
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public servant because the one in wMcb he is serving is not 
suited to his constitution. 

170. When a person is required to be confined in a luna- 
tic asylum, a medical history sheet as appended to Form 
Medl.— 17 L.A., shall be forwarded with the lunatic to the 
Superintendent of the lunatic asylum. The certificate of the 
Medical Officer furnished on Form Medl.— 17 L.A., is to be 
filled in only when the persons are sent to the lunatic asylum 
under section 4, 5, or 8 of Act XXXVl of 1858. {See note 
at foot of Form Medl. — 17 L.A., and instructions in Circular 
No. 98 of 1896 reproduced as Appendix E of this Manual.) 

Subscriptions. 

171. A subscription book shall be maintained in Form 
Medl. — 16 Misc. at each hospital and dispensary classified 
under these rules, and subscriptions shall be invited in such 
manner as may be considered most efi^ectual. Hospital and 
dispensary committees are recommended to maintain a 
monthly register of subscriptions and donations in Form 
Medl.— 16 Misc. 

172. The names of all persons who subscribe not less than 
E-s. 10 loer annum to a hospital or dispensary shall be re- 
corded in English, Burmese, and in such other languages as 
may be deemed desirable, on a list hung up in a conspicuous 
position in the building. This list shall be renewed from 
year to year, the names of those subscribers only who con- 
tinue their subscriptions being brought forward. 

173. Special mention shall be made in the annual report 
of the hospital or dispensary, for the information of the 
Administrative Medical Officer, of those persons who have 
contributed towards a hospital or dispensary in money, build- 
ings, appliances, medicines, or otherwise to the value of Es. 
50 and upwards during the year of report. 

i74i. Any commander of a vessel sending one or more 
sick persons into a seaport hospital shall be invited to pay an 
entrance donation, according to tonnage, as noted below : — 

Es. 
Below auJ up to 300 tuns ... ... 15 

Above 300 and up to 600 toes ... ... 20 

Above 600 and up to 1,000 tons ... ... 25 

Above 1,000 tons ... ... 30 

The payment of this donation will entitle masters of ves- 
sels to send as many seamen as they choose to the hospital 
during the next twelve months ; and the patients shall be 
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provided with bedding, hospital clothing, furniture, and ac- 
commodation suitable to their position free of charge. 

175. Money received as subscriptions shall not be paid 
into the treasury, but shall be paid into the Post Office 
Savings Bank through the Secretary, or by the Subordinate 
Medical Officer as collected. Only such portion of sums re- 
ceived as is needed for current expenditure should be retained 
by the Subordinate Medical Officer. 

176. The Subordinate Medical Officer shall observe the 
rules prescribed in Appendix J regarding the accounts of sub- 
scription money. 

177. Subscriptions shall, unless expressly otherwise stipu- 
lated by the donor or subscriber, be expended in providing 
the patients with extra comforts, such as iron bedsteads, 
special nurses, extra diets, and the like. 

178. All sums received as subscriptions and the expendi- 
ture therefrom shall be accounted for to the committee and 
the Administrative Medical Officer. 

179. The Post Office Savings Bank book shall be retained 
by the Secretary, or, where no committee has been organized, 
by the Subordinate Medical Officer, who shall be responsible 
for the prompt deposit into the Post Office Savings Bank of 
the sums received. 

180. The Subordinate Medical Officer in charge of a hos- 
pital or dispensary, at every monthly meeting of the com- 
mittee, shall place a statement in PormMedl. 16, duly signed 
by the Secretary, showing the transactions of the subscription 
fund during the previous month, and shall attach thereto ne- 
cessary vouchers for all expenditure. A copy of this state- 
ment shall be forwarded to the Civil Surgeon, together with 
the other returns of the month for transmission to the Admi- 
nistrative Medical Officer. 

Diet. 

181. A diet-scale as given on pages xxvi and xxviiof Ap- 
pendice G shall be hung up conspicuously in every such hos- 
pital. 

182. A sheet in Form Medl. — i Misc. showing the diet and 
extras which a patient is receiving, shall be placed in the 
frame holding the bed-head ticket. 

183. A register of diets issued shall be kept and shall be 
' written up daily by the Subordinate Medical Officer. 

184. Patients may be permitted to diet themselves. Such 
diet shall be in accordance with that prescribed by the Sub- 
ordinate Medical Officer in charge of the hospital. 
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185. On no account shall money he given to a patient to 
diet himself unless the Subordinate Medical Officer has satis- 
fied himself that the diet is such as will be suitable. 

186. "When ordering diets, Subordinate Medical Officers 
Avill bear in mind the religion of the patients and the restric- 
tions as to food which this imposes on them. 

187. Diets should be issued to relatives of patients only in 
cases where the Medical Officer is satisfied that these people 
are entirely dependent on the patient, or are unable to earn a 
livelihood owing to their attention beiug required by the pa- 
tient. Such diets should be issued with care, and particular 
attention should be given to see that the privilege is not 
abused. 

Miscellaneous. 
i. — General. 

188. A visitors' book shall be maintained at every hos- 
pital or dispensary coming under these rules, and visitors 
shall be invited by the Medical Officer in charge to record 
any remarks or suggestions they may wish to make in con- 
nection with the hospital or dispensary, or its working. 

189. Two co]oies of remarks made by Commissioners and 
Heads of departments and one copy of remarks by other 
visitors shall be forwarded to the Administrative Medical 
Officer through the Civil Surgeon, who shall see that all 
necessary explanatory notes are given in the margin and a 
note made of any action that has been taken or is intended to 
be taken. Where two copies are made, one copy only shall 
he so annotated ; the other shall be drawn up with a half- 
page margin, for the remarks of the Administrative Medical 
Officer. 

190. Copies of remarks shall be neatly and correctly 
made, having a blank half-page margin along the left of the 
first page and on the right of the second for the notes re- 
quired from Medical Officers by the above rule. 

191. Letters shall invariably be written on paper not 
smaller in size than a half-sheet of foolscap. A margin shall 
run along the left side of the first page and the right of the 
second page to admit of their being stitched into files. 

192. Not more than one subject shall be dealt with in each 
letter ; all enclosures to a letter shall be distinctly specified 
and securely attached to their covering letters. 

193. Bills and returns of various kinds shall not form 
enclosures to one letter, but each set should be submitted 
separately. 
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194. Letters to the same address shall all he placed under 
one cover, and care should he taken not to affix stamps in 
excess of the value required hy the weight. A saving in 
postage may be effected hy forwarding returns, hills, &e., hy 
•hook post. 

195. Petitions from subordinates shall bear an endorse- 
ment hy the officers through whom they are transmitted and 
shall contain such information as will help the officer whose 
orders are required to dispose of the petition Avithout further 
reference. 

196. When a return is blank, a copy of Form Misc.-Genl. 
93, intimating the name of the return, shall be forwarded to 
the officer concerned. 

197. Vernacular communications shall, whenever possi- 
ble, be accompanied hy translations. 

198. Printed forms shall be neatly and carefully filled in, 
and no unaiithorized heading shall he added, nor shall any 
existing headings or ruled lines he erased. Any deviation from 
this rule should be explained in a forwarding letter. In forms 
provided with a blank space for remarks, the words " No re- 
marks " should rarely appear. 

199. All corrections and alterations, especially in the ac- 
counts, books, statements, registers, indents, &c., shall be 
neatly made in red ink and attested by the President or Vice- 
President, or, if he is aiithorized to do so, by the Secretary. 
Similarly, all alterations and corrections in a voucher shall be 
duly authenticated by the payee or receiving officer. Era- 
sures should on no account be permitted in registers, state- 
ments, vouchers, or accounts of any description. 

200. All copies of letters, indents, remarks, &c., shall be 
true reproductions of the originals and shall be certified as 
such. 

201. The budget estimate of receipts (other than sub- 
scriptions) and expenditui-e of each dispensary shall be pre- 
pared by the Subordinate Medical Officer and scrutinized 
carefully by the Secretary prior to being placed before the 
committee. 

202. The budget estimate shall be framed in time to he 
placed before the August meeting of the committee, and shall 
then be forwarded with a copy of the remarks of the com- 
mittee to the Civil Surgeon. This officer shall, after scruti- 
nizing the estimates, forward them to the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, President of the municipal committee, or other 
controlling officer, with such suggestions as he may deem fit. 
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203. All payments due to Government servants lent to 
dispensaries or hospitals shall be made at the same rates and 
with the same res;ularity and punctuality as if the servants 
were in Government employment. 

20-J.. The stock and records of every hospital or dispen- 
sary under these rules shall he open to the inspection of the 
Civil Surgeon or Administrative Medical Officer. The ac- 
counts of a hospital or dispensary shall be available for the 
information of all inspecting officers. 

205. A list of the moveable property of each hospital and 
dispensary shall be kept in tlie following books in the pre- 
scribed forms : — 

A stock book of all furniture and fittings. 

A surgical equipment ledger, Form Medl.-35 Misc. 

206. A Subordinate Medical Officer receiving charge of a 
hospital or dispensary shall check the entries in the above 
books with the property in the institution and furnish a 
certificate in Form Medl.-38 Misc. The medicines may be 
checked in the manner indicated in Rule 80. All discrepan- 
cies shall be brought to notice at once by the officer receiving 
charge. Neglect of these precautions will render him liable 
for any loss or damage that may have occurred. 

207. The records of a hospital or dispensary shall be 
kept complete up to date, and when a Medical Officer re- 
linquishes a charge, he will satisfy his successor that this 
has been done, and that the information necessary for com- 
piling all returns has been furnished. The relieving officer 
will report to the Civil Surgeon any case of non-compliance 
with this rule. 

208. When a transfer of charge takes place a report in 
Form Medl.-2 Misc. of delivery and receipt of charge shall 
be forwarded to the Administrative Medical Officer. This 
report shall in the case of Subordinate Medical Officers be 
submitted through the Civil Surgeon of the district. 

209. When it is not possible to effect a transfer of charge 
in a day, the date on which the delivery and receipt of 
charge is completed shall be held to be the date of traisfer. 
The report of delivery and receipt of charge sliall therefore 
not be signed till the transfer proceedings are fully com- 
pleted, and the officer who is being relieved shall remain in 
charge till such proceedings are completed. 

210. Officers must arrange to take over charge of ap- 
pointments to which they are posted within the joining time 
admissible under Chapter IX of the Civil Service Regu- 
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lations. Extensions of joining time on the ground that the 
transfer of office occupied more than one day will not be 
granted. 

211. A service-book in Form T. P. No. 33 must be main- 
tained for every subordinate in Government employment. 
The instructions printed on the fly-leaf of the book should be 
carefully observed. All service-books must be kej)t under 
lock and key in the office of the Civil Surgeon ; and when a 
subordinate is transferred, his service-book should be sent 
under registered cover to his new departmental superior. 
{See also instructions regarding service-books in the Civil 
Service Regulations and Burma Treasury Manual.) 

ii. — Procedure relating to " Follce Cases." 

212. Whenever a case is sent by the Police for treatment 
to a hospital or dispensary, it is the duty of the Police 
authorities to forward at the same time a memorandum of the 
circumstances of the case in Police Porm No. 75. Omission 
to comply with this rule should be brought at once to their 
notice by the Medical Officer in charge. 

It is the duty of the Medical Officer to examine 
carefully every j)olice case immediately after arrival at the 
hospital or dispensary. 

213. The Medical Officer shall enter all particulars re- 
quired by the register of Police cases, Porm Medl. — 36 Misc. 
and shall preserve in the same register a detailed history of 
every case and its treatment from the date of admission to that 
of discharge. All entries in this register shall be made by 
the Medical Officer himself. 

214. In the event of any patient being in a dangerous 
state, either at the time of admission or at any subsequent 
period, an immediate report in Form Medl. — 22 Misc. with a 
view to obtaining a dying declaration, is necessary. 

215. If a patient in a police case quits the hospital with- 
out the permission of the Medical Officer, his departure shall 
be reported in writing by the Medical Officer at once to 
the Police Officer by whom the case was sent to the hospital. 

216. Tlie Medical Officer shall bring to the notice of the 
police authorities any case of serious injury in any case which 
has not been sent to hospital by the Police unless he shall 
have reason to believe the cause of the injury to have been 
accidental. 

217. When a patient brought to a hospital by the Police 
dies or is fit to be discharged, the Medical Officer shall 

5 
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intimate tlie fact in writing to the Police Officer "by whom 
the case was sent to hospital. 

iii. — Rides for the gtddmice of Medical Officers in Crimi- 
nal Investigations. 

218. A Medical Officer shall, immediately on receiving 
from any person for examination a corpse or any other 
substance, enquire and note down the name and residence 
of such person, and, if he he a Police Officer, his num- 
ber and rank, and shall, without delay, grant to such a 
person a receipt in Form Medl. — 21 MiscL, for the corpse or 
other substance delivered by him. 

219. All corpses and articles forwarded to a Medical 
Officer for medico-legal purposes shall be examined as soon 
as practicable after arrival. 

220. In cases when a corpse is sent to him, the Medical 
Officer shall note — 

(i) the time of its arrival ; 

(ii) the date and hour of post-mortem examination ; 
(iii) the sex, height, and apparent age of the deceased ; 
(iv) the state of the body, whether well nourished or 

otherwise ; 
(v) the existence or absence of any caste or other 
marks not of recent origin, such as cicatrices, 
deformities, and the like ; and 
(vi) whether the marks on the corpse correspond with 
those mentioned in the Police report, 

221. In cases where he is taken to the place where the 
body lies, besides the above points, the Medical Officer shall 
note — 

(i) the place and nature of the soil (if out in the 

open country) where he finds the body ; 
(ii) its position and the state of the clothes, if any ; 
(iii) the position of the corpse in reference to surround- 
ing objects, such as sharp stones and the like, 
contact with which, it may be alleged, has 
produced the injury ; also 
(iv) whether any blood-stains are visible on such objects 

or anywhere near the corpse ; and 
(v) whether any weapons are lying near it. 

222. In the case of a corpse found near or in a pond, 
river, tank, well or other body of water, the Medical Officer 
shall note — 

(i) the depth of the water ; 
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(ii) any evidence of a struggle having taken place by 

the margin of the water ; 
(iii) if any ligature is found on the body and how it is 

tied; 
(iv) any mark of violence on the body, head, or neck ; 
(v) whether any froth is present in the mouth or 

nostrils ; 
(vi) whether the skin is rough or smooth ; 
(vii) whether the hands are clenched. If anything is 
grasped in the hand, it should be carefully 
removed, and any mud found under the finger- 
nails should be compared with the mud at tlie 
bottom of the water. 

223. In cases of hanging or strangulation the Medical 
Officer shall note — 

^i) the height of the body from the ground and, before 
cutting it down — 
(«) whether there is any lividity of the lips or 

eyelids, 
(6) any profusion of the eyes, 
(c) the state and position of the tongue, 
(cZ) any evidence of the escape of fluid from 
the mouth or nostrils, and the direction in 
which it has flowed ; 

(ii) the arrangement and number of knots on the 
ligature ; 

(iii) the state of the clothing, whether torn or dishevel- 
led ; 

(iv) on cutting down the body, the state of the neck, 
particularly the direction of the line of the 
strangulation, and whether there is any brais- 
ing along that line ; 
(v) whether the thumbs are (srossed on the palms ; 

(vi) if possible, the materials by means of which the 
hanging or strangulation has been effected 
should be brought awav. 

224. In cases of suspected poisoning, — 

(a) the Medical Officer shall ascertain — 
(i) whether the person was in ordinary health ; 
(ii) whether the symptoms from which the deceased 

suffered were — 

(o) sudden in onset, 

(b) uniform in character, 
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(c) rapidly increasing in severity, 
(f/) speedily fatal ; 

(iii) wliat interval elapsed between the last eating and 
drinking, and (a) the first appearance of symp- 
toms, and (i) death, if it occurred ; 
(iv) the nature of the first symptoms and whether 
vomiting or purging occurred ; 
(v) whether the person became drowsy or fell asleep ; 
(vi) whether cramps or twitching of the limbs were 
observed, or tingling of the skin or throat com- 
plained of ; 
(vii) whether any other symptoms were observed ; 
(5) all food, drink, tobacco, &c., in the house or near the 

body should be brought away under seal ; 
{c} if there is any appearance of vomiting having occurred, 
note nature and position in relation to body ; 

(d) if vomiting has occurred, the vomit shall all be 

brought away under seal. Any clothing soiled 
with vomited matter, and even the flooring into 
which some may have soaked, should be scraped 
and brought away ; 

(e) the condition of the mucous membi'anes of the mouth, 

j)harynx, and oesophagus, and whether there 
is any unusual appearance or mark of corrosion 
thereon should be carefully noted. 

226. In every ease the Medical Officer shall describe the 
condition in which he found the body, noting the degree 
of coldness, warmth, rigidity, and putrefaction, and the 
amount and nature of the clothing or covering on it. 

226. In conducting his examination the Medical Officer 
should make a careful inspection — 

(i) of the bones with a view to determining whether 

any are fractured or dislocated ; 
(ii) of the vertebral column, the teeth, the hair, orifices 

of the body, and general surface ; 
(iii) of the state of the pupils, whether contracted or 

otherwise ; 
(iv) of the neck for marks of compression : 
and faithfvilly record all abnormal conditions. 

227. If there be any injuries on the body he should 
note — 

(i) in the case of wounds and contusions, (o) their 
position, (6) length, (c) breadth ; 



( 37 ) 

(ii) the depth and direction of all wounds ; 
' (iii) whether there are any cuts on the clothing cor- 
responding to them ; 
(iv) whether any foreign bodies are present in the 
wounds, preserving such as may be found. 

228. He should state clearly — 

(i) whether, in his opinion, the wound was mortal ; 
(ii) whether the wounds could have been self-inflicted ; 

or 
(iii) whether they might have been the result of ac- 
cident ; 
giving reasons for his opinions. 

229. He should carefully examine any gun, sword, blood- 
stained instrument, stick, or stone by which the wounds may 
have been inflicted, and mark such instrument so as to be 
able to recognize it if asked to do so. 

230. He should also compare the weapon with the wound 
alleged to have been caused by it, and state whether, in his 
opinion, it was possible for the wound to have been produced 
by it. 

231. He should commence his dissection of the body by 
removing the top of the skull in the usual way with a saw 
and note anything that appears unusual. 

232. He should then make an incision from the chin 
down to the pubes, so as to be able to examine the windpipe, 
heart, lungs, liver, stomach, spleen, kidneys, and intestines, 
also the urinary bladder, and note whether any of these organs 
appear diseased, and whether any wound on the outside of 
the body communicates with the contents of the chest or 
abdomen. 

233. In making his examination, he should disturb as 
little as possible any organ which may communicate with an 
external wound, if he has reason to think that the body may 
be re-examined by another medical man. 

234. In the case of females, he should examine the ovaries 
and uterus, bearing in mind that abortion is sometimes 
caused by the introduction into the uterus of pointed instru- 
ments which may cause death. He should note the presence 
or absence of pregnancy, the probable period to which preg- 
nancy had advanced, and examine the external generative 
organs for marks of violence. 

235. In the case of infants, he should note the condition 
of the umbilicus and cord, if any of the latter remain. He 
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should also remove the lungs and try whether they sink, or 
nearly sink, or float in water. 

236. He should keep all his original notes, even though 
he may make a fair copy of them afterwards, and should not 
lend them to any one to read. 

237. In all eases the examination of the body should be 
thorough and the notes of the appearances discovered should 
be as minute as possible. 

238. Full notes should also be made in cases of wounded 
persons. 

239. When summoned to give evidence in any case in 
vfh.i(ih.h.e hsis -made a j^ost-morteiu examination, or examined a 
wounded person, the Medical Officer should bring with him 
to court the original notes made by him at the time of con- 
ducting such examination. 

240. The notes of examination in all cases, or a fair copy 
of them in the handwriting of the Medical Officer, should be 
at once made in the register of post-mortem cases (Form 
Medl. — 25 Mis.) kept at the hospital or dispensary for the 
purpose, and shoixld be signed by him. 

24)1. After having made a iwst-mortem examination in a 
ease of suspected poisoning the Medical Officer should, if he 
thinks it necessary, report the result thereof to the Police and 
forwai'd the viscera to the Chemical Examiner to Govern- 
ment for analysis. In cases where no death has occurred, 
but where it is suspected that poison has been administered, 
the Medical Officer should report the case to the Police, and 
should, if he thinks it necessary, forward the vomited matter 
or the contents of the stomach removed by the stomach-pump 
to the Chemical Examiner. 

242. In all cases of death from suspected poisoning, the 
stomach should for purposes of analysis be tied at both ends 
and removed from the body so that its contents may be re- 
tained ; after removal, it should be opened, the contents re- 
ceived into a perfectly clean bottle, and the mucous surface 
of the stomach carefully examined, its appearance noted, and 
any suspicious particles found adherent thereto should be 
picked off with a pair of forceps and placed in a separate 
small phial for transmission. 

243. The following articles should be forwarded for 
analysis, each in a separate bottle, in cases of death from 
presumed poisoning — ' 

(«) the stomach; 

{b) the contents of the stomach; 
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(c) suspicious particles (if any bave been found) re- 
moved from tbe mucous membrane of the 
stomach ; 
{d) a portion of the liver, not less than 16 ounces in 
vreight, or the whole liver if the organ weighs 
less than 16 ounces, and one kidney. These 
may be sent in the same bottle ; 
(e) the vomited matter, if any ; and 
if) in cases where it is suspected that death has been 
caused by administration of datura or other 
vegetable poison, the contents of the small in- 
testines. 
(i) Strong rectified spirit or a solution of salt should in 
all cases be added, as laid down in rule 248, to 
the contents of bottles (a), {d), and (/), and also 
to the contents of bottles (Jj) and {e), unless it is 
suspected that alcoholic poisoning has been the 
cause of death. No spirit need be added to the 
contents of bottle (c). 
(ii) All bottles should be carefully sealed by the Medi- 
cal Officer, and closed in such a manner that 
they cannot be opened without destroying the 
seal. The seal used should be the same through- 
out and should be a private seal ; each bottle 
should be labelled and the labels should be signed 
by the Medical Officer. 
244. Articles forwarded to the Chemical Examiner for 
examination should each bear a distinctive mai'k or number 
as well as seal, and a letter should be sent at once to the 
Chemical Examiner advising their despatch. This letter 
should contain — 

{a) An impression of the seal used in closing the bot- 
tles and a description thereof, together with a 
• copy of the distinctive marks or numbers used ; 
(6) a list of the articles forwarded and a statement as 

to how the articles have been forwarded ; 
(c) a detailed account of the post-mortem appearance 

observed ; 
{d) if he has seen the case during life, an account of 
the symptoms observed, and a statement of 
the treatment, if any, adopted ; and 
(e) any information which may be furnished to him 
by the Police or which may come otherwise to 
his knowledge as to the circumstances which 
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render it necessary that the substance sent 
should be analyzed. For instance, such in- 
formation in the cases of supposed death by 
poisoning would mention the circumstances 
under which the poison is believed to have been 
administered, the food or other substance in 
which it is believed to have been consumed, 
and so on. 

245. When articles are forwarded by post to the Chemi- 
cal Examiner to Government, each package should be franked 
externally with the name and address of the Medical Officer 
forwarding the articles and the rules for the transmission of 
such articles by post or railway (see Rule 24)8) should be 
attended to. 

246. Parcels containing articles received from the Police 
should be opened and examined by the Medical Officer re- 
ceiving them with a view to ascertaining whether any sub- 
stance is present which requires preserving. Articles should 
on no account be transmitted to the Chemical Examiner 
without being subjected to such an examination. 

247. "When the Medical Officer receives a parcel back 
from the Chemical Examiner, he should see whether the 
seals are intact and should note the marks on the parcel and 
on the articles within it. He should hand over the parcel 
only to a responsible police officer or to a Magistrate and 
should take a receipt for it. 

248. When articles are forwarded by post or by railway 
parcel — 

(i) The suspected viscus or other portion of the body 
to be sent for examination should be enclosed in 
a glass bottle or jar, fitted with a stopper or 
sound cork. 

(ii) If liable to decomposition it should be treated in 
the following way : — 

{a) In cases of suspected poisoning in man, other 
than alcoholic poisoning, it should be im- 
mersed in spirits- of -wine, which should be 
used in the proportion of one -third of the 
bulk of the material. 

N.B. — Care should be taken that common bazaar Bpirit is not used. , 

(6) In cases of suspected alcoholic poisoning in 
man and in all cases of suspected cattle- 
poisoning it should be immersed in a solu- 
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tion of commou salt. The solution should 
be prepared by adding common salt to 
■water at the ordinary temperature of the 
air, stirring all the time until no more salt 
dissolves, and the solution should then he 
filtered through a plug of cotton wool. 
The bottle containiug the viscus or other 
portion of the body should be filled up with 
the solution to within one -quarter of an 
inch of the stopper. 

N.B. — To obviate anj^ danger of the sohitiou of salt beiutr tampered with a 
separate sample of the solution should in every case be sent to the Chemical 
Examiner by the officer despatching the viscus, and a second sample should be 
retained in a sealed bottle in his office. 

The use of the preservative enjoined in this rule should be invariable, whether 
the season is hot or cold. 

(iii) The stopper or cork should be carefully tied down 
with bladder or leather and sealed. To ascer- 
tain that it has been securely closed, the bottle 
or jar should be placed for some minutes with 
its mouth down. 

(iv) The glass bottle or jar should then be placed in a 
strong wooden or tin box, which should be large 
enough to allow of a layer of raw cotton, at least 
three-fourths of an inch thick, being put 
between the bottle or the jar and the box. 

(v) The box itself should be encased in common garali 
cloth, which should be sealed in accordance with 
the visual rules of the Post Office as to parcels. 

(vi) A declaration of contents to the officials of the 
Postal Department is unnecessary and should 
not be made. 

249. Despatching ofiicers will be held personally respon- 
sible that these instructions are carefully folloAved. When- 
ever practicable such parcels should be packed under the 
immediate supervision of the Civil Surgeon. 

250. At all stations where there is a Civil Surgeon the 
parcels should invariably be sent to the post office by that 
ofl&cer and not by a subordinate officer, unless the Civil Svir- 
geon is absent from headquarters, in which case the articles 
should be packed and forwarded by the senior subordinate 
Medical Officer of the station. At stations where there is no 
Civil Surgeon the articles should be packed and forwarded 
direct to the Chemical Examiner by the medical subordinate 
in charge of the hospital or dispensary at such station. 

6 
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iv. — Mnles for the guidance of Medical Officers in cases of 
suspected cattle-poisoning . 

251. The carcase should be first carefully examined, more 
especially about the genitals, below the ears, and soft skin of 
the thighs. If any puncture is found, it is possible that sui- 
poisoniug has occurred. The spike or sui should then be 
sought for and, if one be found, it should be wrapped in 
paper, sealed, and labelled. A chemical examination of the 
viscera is useless in cases of s?««-poisoning as in such cases 
poison cannot be detected in the viscera. 

252. The moutli, rectum, and vagina should be examined 
and anything unusual found in them should be preserved and 
labelled. 

253. The stomach, after removal, should be cut open and 
emptied. Its appearance {i.e., whether congested or not) 
should be noted. About one-third or one-fourth (according to 
its size) should be cut off, selecting the most congested portion, 
and put into a bottle, and about half a pound of the contents 
should be put in a separate bottle. A solution of salt should 
be added in the proportion of one-third of the bulk of the 
material and the bottles closed, sealed, and despatched as 
described in Eules 242, 243, 245, 248 to 250. A few ounces 
of liver may also be sent if it is thovight desirable, but no part 
of any other organ is required. Any suspicious looking 
leaves, seeds, or plants found in the stomach should also be 
forwarded in a separate bottle. 

254. Dried cattle-dung may be sent without addition of 
spirit. 

255. The form of label should be as follows : —

257. Medical Officers shall, on. the requisition of a Magis- 
trate or of a Police Officer not lower in rank than an In- 
spector undertake the post-mortem examination of cattle sus- 
pected to have died of poison and shall prepare and despatch 
(in accordance with Eules 242, 243, 245, 248 to 250) to the 
Chemical Examiner such portions of the viscera as are re- 
quired for analysis. 

258. When a Medical Officer receives articles for despatch 
to the Chemical Examiner for examination, he should en- 
deavour to ohtain from the police full information regarding 
the symptoms of the suspected poisoning, the reasons for enter- 
taining such suspicion, and such other particulars as would 
usefully supplement the report furnished by the j)olice. In 
forwarding the articles he should at the same time address and 
forward separately a letter to the Chemical Examiner advising 
their despatch and containing the statement made to him by 
the police. This letter should contain — 

{a) an impression of the seal used in closing the vessels 
and a description thereof ; 

(6) an exact copy of the label or labels used ; 

{c) a list of the articles forwarded and information as 
to how the articles have been forwarded ; 

{d) the name of the officer from whom the order to 
forward the articles has been received and the num- 
ber and date of such order ; 

{e) information as to the number and kind of animals 
affected and number of deaths ; and 

{f) any information obtainable as to post-mortem ap- 
pearances, nature and duration of symptoms, fee, 
which may be likely to indicate the probable 
nature of the poison.

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V. — Rules for the Preservation and Destruction of 
Records. 

260. All hospital aud dispensary registers, returns, letters 
and records of every description shall, for the purposes of 
preservation or destruction, be arranged so as to render easy 
the selection of those which have to be destroyed. Medical 
Officers in charge of district hospitals and dispensaries shall 
classify correspondence, &c., under headings which facilitate 
reference, and shall see that the same practice is followed at 
all subdivision al dispensaries within their respective districts. 

261 . Documents bearing on or relating to standing orders, 
rules or regulations, important and permanent charges on the 
funds by which the institutions are maintained, such as the 
acquisition and renting of lands, pensions, changes in the 
sanctioned establishment, &c., shall be arranged under appro- 
priate heads and placed in case-covers prescribed for this 
purpose (Eorm Misc.— Genl. -123). 

262. The following books shall be maintained in the 
office of every Civil Surgeon and care shall be taken to keep 
them corrected : —

(13) Budget estimates. 

265. The following records shall be preserved for a period 
of not less than three years and then destroyed : —

(2) Detailed lists of sanctioned establishment. 

(3) Indents for clothing, furniture, &c. 

(4) Indents for stationery. 

(5) Bills and vouchers in connection with subscrip- 

tion money. 

(6) Treasury receipts. 
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(7) Charge reports. 

(8) Nominal disposition returns. 

(9) Indents for forms. 

(10) Annvial returns and reports on individual hos- 

pitals and dispensaries. 

(11) Detailed bill for contingent charges. 

(12) Abstract bill for contingent charges. 

(13) Register of receipts from paying patients, sales 

of instruments, &e., other than subscription 
money. 

(14) Breakage statements. 

(15) Receipt and delivery vouchers of surgical instru- 

ments and appliances.

(19) Copies of letters forwarding articles for chemical 

examination. 

(20) Copies of medical certificates. 

266. The following shall be disposed of in the manner 
shown against each : — 

(1) Bed-head tickets") To be destroyed two years alter discharge of 

(2) Diet-sheets ) patient to whom they relate. 

(3) Contract bonds ... To be destroyed at end of three years after expiry 

of ooDlract, or, if tlie document is registered, 
after six years. 

(4) Transfer receipts... To be destroyed on receipt of fresh receipt when 
of medical stores, change of officers takes place, 
instruments, and 

appliances. 

267. The_ registers, books, indents, &c., mentioned above 
shall be maintained in the forms i^rescribed by the local 
Government and included in the guard-book of forms. A list 
of the forms so prescribed and included is given as Appendix 
H to this Manual, with instructions as to the manner in which 
they are to be filled in {vide Appendix G). 

vi. — Rules for the custody of Forms and Registers. 

268. Indents for forms and registers shall be submitted 
in Form Mis. — Gen. 102 through the Administrative Medi- 
cal Officer to the Superintendent, Government Printing, 
Burma. 

269. Except in Rangoon, indents for treasury forms shall 
be submitted to the Deputy Commissioner of the district. 

270. Civil Surgeons will prepare a consolidated indent 
in triplicate for the hospitals and dispensaries in their dis- 
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trict and submit it so as to reach the Administrative Medical 
Officers not later than the 31st May of each year. 

271. Duplicate copies of indents will he returned to Civil 
Surgeons with the forms indented for. 

272. No form will be supplied which has not been in- 
cluded in the guard-books. 

273. A stock-book of forms and registers shall be kept in 
Form Mis. — Gen. 103, and the quantities received and the 
quantities issued from time to time shall invariably be noted 
therein. 

274. As soon as possible after the receipt of forms, &c., 
from the Superintendent, Government Printing, they should 
be unpacked and every item carefully checked by the indent. 
As the contents of packages are checked they should be care- 
fully put away in almirahs, or on racks set apart for this 
purpose. 

275. Records, printed forms, registers, &c., shall be stored 
in the manner prescribed by the local Government in Einan- 
cial Department Circular No. 25, dated the 14th November 
1890 (page 248 of Local Administration Circulars, 1888 — 
1896).

Examinations and Promotions. 

(z') Professional Subjects. 

1. Assistant Surgeons in Government service are advanced to a 
superior grade on their passing the examinations detailed below : — 
A written examination in the following subjects : — 



Medicine. 
Surgery. 



Midwifery. 

Medical Jurisprudence. 



2. The general intelligence and professional knowledge of candi- 
dates in each of these subjects will be further tested by a viva voce 
examination, which, in the case of the two first-mentioned subjects, 
namely, medicine and surgery, shall be thoroughly practical and in 
great part conducted at the bed-side in connection with cases of 
sickness or surgical injury in hospital. 

3. The number of marks required to secure a pass shall not be less 
than h^ per cent, in each subject and each paper. 

4. Hospital Assistants in Government service are advanced to a 
superior grade on their passing a written examination in the following 
subjects : — 



Anatomy. 

Surgery. 

Medicine. 



Materia. Medica. 
General Sanitation. 
Vaccination, 



5. Not less than four practical questions will be set in each subject, 
and at least 50 per cent, of the marks obtainable in each subject are 
required to secure a pass. 

6. Assistant Surgeons are required to serve seven years in a grade 
before they can appear for the examination, but the Administrative 
Medical Officer may, as a special concession, allow an Assistant Sur- 
geon to appear at the examination held within the half-year imme- 
diately preceding the completion of the sei)tenuial period. 

7. Hospital Assistants are also required to serve seven years in 
each grade, but may present themselves for examination on the com- 
pletion of six years' service in each. 

8. Promotion in all cases will be granted from the third and second 
grades to the second and first grades respectively only if subordinates 
have been well reported on in the Annual Confidential Reports and 
have qualified in Burmese {sec paragraph 20, page vi). 

9. Examinations will be held in the months of May and Nov- 
ember for Assistant Surgeons, and in April and October for Hospi- 
tal Assistants. These examinations will ordinarily be held on the 
first Monday and following days of the months named, but these dates 
are subject to revision. 

10. Applications should be made by Medical subordinates desirous 
of appearing for examination to the Medical or other officers under 
whom they are immediately emploj'ed, who will submit the names of 
all applicants in Form Medl.— 89 Misc. These nominal rolls should 
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reach the Aclministrative Medical Officer not later than the dates 
specified below : — 

Assistant Surgeons — loth March and 15th September. 

Hospital Assistants — loth February and 15th August. 

11. Medical subordinates, both of the Assistant Surgeon and Hospi- 
tal Assistant classes, who fail to pass in more than two subjects, will 
be considered to have failed altogether. Those who fail in one or two 
subjects will be examined again in these subjects onl.y, provided they 
are re-examined within six mouths from date of failure ; otherwise 
they will be liable to re-exaraination in all subjects, and will continue 
to be so examinfd until they do pass or until their services are dis- 
pensed with under the provisions of clause 12. 

12. Subordinates who fail to pass the examination for promotion 
three times in succession, or who do not succeed in passing within two 
years of the expiration of each septennial period, shall be removed 
from the service, unless special extenuating circumstances can be 
adduced, when they may be given another opportunity. 

(it) English qualification. 

13. Hospital Assistants who have qualified by tlie Seventh Standard 
Anglo-Vernacular Examination in Burma, or such other examination 
as may be considered to be equivalent or more than equivalent tliereto, 
are entitled to the higher rate of pay for qualification in English. 
All others who have not so qualified are required to pass an examina- 
tion in the following subjects before they become entitled to the higher 
rate of pay : — 

(«) Ability to read fluently and intelhgently ordinary English 
prose. 

(h) A knowledge of orthography and ability to write from dic- 
tation with a reasonable amount of correctness. 

(c) A complete knowledge of simple arithmetic as far as the 
rule of three. 

{d) Ability to read and write prescriptions in English intelli- 
gently. 

14. The knowledge of English possessed by Hospital Assistants 
who qualify under the above test for the enhanced rate of pay will be 
re-tested at the period of their examination for promotion to the 
second and first grades respectively, and such subordinates only will 
be allowed the option of answering the questions set for the promotion 
examination in the vernacular. 

15. Candidates desirous of appearing for the English qualification 
examination should apply to the officer under whom they are imme- 
diately emplo_yed, who will forward the application to the Administra- 
tive Medical Officer for orders. 

16. The re-testing of the knowledge of English at examinations for 
promotion will, unless otherwise specified, be conducted by the officer 
superintending the professional examination. 

17- The results of the English qualification examination will be 
reported to the Administrative Medical Officer in Form Medl. — 18 
Misc., and a certificate in Form Medl. — 19 Misc. will be granted to 
successful candidates by the officer who conducts the examination. 
A copy of this certificate shall accompany the report of results. 
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18. Candidates will be considered to have passed in each sub- 
ject of the English examination if they obtain half or more of the 
maximum marks fixed for each subject on Form Medl. — 18 Misc. 

19. When a Hospital Assistant fails only in one or two of the pro- 
fessional subjects at an examination for promotion, but passes in 
English, he will not be again subjected to an examination in that 
language if he goes up for the examination in the professional sub- 
jects within six months from the date of his failure. 

[ni) Burmese. 

20. Non-Burman medical subordinates will receive no grade pro- 
motion and will obtain no increment of pay until they have passed in 
the Burmese language by the elementary standard, and on failure to 
pass the examination within two years of appointment shall be liable 
to forfeiture of appointment. 

21. A reward of Es. 200 will be paid to Medical subordinates 
not natives of Burma who pass the lower standard test in the Bur- 
mese language. 
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Misconduct and Punishment of Government Servants. 

1. When a Government servant is alleged to have misconducted 
himself, definite charges, specifying the nature of the offence and the 
occasion when it was committed, should be framed by the officer under 
whom he is serving and given to the accused, who should at the same 
time be called on to furnish in writing, within a reasonable period, 
any defence he may desire to make with reference thereto, and show 
cause why be should not be fined, removed or dismissed or otherwise 
punished. 

2. If the alleged offence is of a grave nature, the o£Scer under 
■whom the subordinate is employed is authorized to suspend him at 
once, submitting a report without delay to the Administrative Medical 
Officer, detailing the circumstances which necessitate the adoption 
of this measure and the arrangements made for the performance of 
the duties of the offender. 

3. A copy of the charge or charges, with the defence in original, 
should be forwarded to the Administrative Medical Officer with such 
remarks on the defence as may seem called for and a distinct recom- 
mendation as to the punishment to be inflicted. 

4. " Dismissal " should be recommended only in cases in which the 
circumstances of disgrace are such as render it desirable that the 
offender should not be re-employed under Government in any capa- 
city. 

5. If the circumstances of an offence are such as to necessitate a 
departmental enquiry where the statements of witnesses or others 
have to be taken, the witnesses should not be examined on oath nor 
should advocates be allowed to appear in such cases without the pre- 
vious permission of the officer authorizing the enquiry. 

6. The procedure detailed above is intended to apply specifically 
to all Government servants employed at hospitals and dispensaries 
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but reports agaiust members of the menial establishment will be 
dealt with as laid down in Rule 65 of this Manual. Compounders 
in Government service may be punished by their immediate superior 
officers, but such punishments shall be reported to the Civil Surgeon 
of the district for confirmation and a copy of the proceedings shall 
be forwarded to the Administrative Medical Officer. 

7. Any of the punishments detailed below may be awarded to 
Medical subordinates of the Hospital Assistant class : — 

(a) Eeprimand, or extra duty not exceeding 12 hours, to be 
awarded by the Civil Surgeon or other Medical Officer 
in charge. 

(d) Fines not exceeding five days' pay and allowances in any 

one month, to be inflicted only on confirmation by the 

Administrative Medical Officer, 
(c) Deprivation of leave, to be awarded by the Civil Surgeon of 

the district and reported to the Administrative Medical 

Officer. 
{d) Stoppage of promotion to a higher grade for a period not 

exceeding one year, to be awarded by the Administrative 

Medical Officer. 

(e) Deprivation of approved service allowance or other addi- 

tional allowances may also be recommended by Civil 
Surgeons. 

8. All punishments will involve entry in the subordinate's state- 
ment of service appended to the Annual Confidential Heport. 

9. A Hospital Assistant reduced to a lower grade may be placed 
at the bottom of that lower grade, t.e., below all who were in that 
grade on the date on which such degradation was inflicted. 

10. A Hospital Assistant reduced to a lower grade will be eligible 
for promotion to his former grade on the recommendation of his im- 
mediate superior officer after not less than one year from the date on 
which such reduction was ordered.

The appended extract from Home Department Resolution No. 16 
(Medical)-576— 86, dated the 10th July 1896, is 
circulated for the information and guidance of 
all Magistrates, Judges of Civil Courts, Medical 
Officers, Officers of the Jail Department, and the 
Superintendent and Committee of Visitors, Ran- 
goon Lunatic Asylum. In accordance with the 
orders of the Government of India, the Chief Com- 
missioner directs that the form of Medical History sheet appended 
hereto* shall be used in all cases in which — 

(i) a Magistrate (sections 4 and 5 of Act XXXVI of 1858) or 
the Judge of a Civil Court (section 8 of Act XXXVI of 
1858) orders a lunatic to be received into an asylum ; 
a Magistrate or Court applies for the orders of the local 
Government under section 466 or section 471 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, 1882 ; or 
the orders of the local Government are applied for under 
section 31 (i) of the Prisoners Act, 1871, as amended 
by Act X of 1886. 

2. Civil Surgeons and other Medical Officers are directed to fur- 
nish Magistrates and Courts with all the assistance in their power in 
all cases in which the Medical History sheet has to be filled in. 

3. The Medical History sheet now prescribed will be substituted 
for Form Medl. — 17 L.A. in the Medical Guard-book of forms, and 
copies of it may be obtained on indent in the usual manner.

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4. Circular No. 73 of 1895* is hereby cancelled, and the attention 
of Magistrates is invited to the orders contained in paragraph 4 of 
the appended Resolution prescribing the scope of the further inquiries 
which Magistrates may be required to make at the instance of the 
Superintendent of the Lunatic Asylum and the manner in which such 
inquiries should be conducted. 

5. Criminal lunatics should not be sent to the asylum without 
the orders of the Chief Commissioner under section 466 or section 
471, Code of Criminal Procedure. Pending the Chief Commissioner's 
orders the lunatics should be remanded to jail.t 



Extract from the Proceedings of the Government of India in the Home Depart- 
ment,— No. 16 (M.edical)-576— 86, under date Simla, the 10th July 1896. 
* * * * 

2. * * * The object which the Governor-General in Council 
had in view was that in every case in which a patient is received into 
a lunatic asylum a complete medical history of his case should be 
received with him. Though this end is attained in those cases in 
which the statute law requires a medical history sheet, there is in the 
majority of cases no statutory obligation to furnish the Superintend- 
ent of the asylum with the previous history of the patient. 

The different circumstances under which lunatics may be received 
and confined in an asylum are the following : — 

(a) Under section 4 of Act XXXVI of 1858 the Magistrate has 
power to send to an asylum lunatics found wandering 
at large, who are believed to be dangerous by reason of 
their lunacy. No person can be sent to a lunatic asy- 
lum under the provisions of this section without a certi- 
ficate from a Medical Officer in Form A of the schedule 
attached to the Act. 

{b) Under section 5 of the Act the Magistrate can also order 
a lunatic, who is not under proper care or control, or 
who is cruelly treated or neglected, to be received into 
an asylum. In this case also a certificate in Form A 
is required. The Act does not prescribe the form of the 
Magistrate's order, but it is customary for a descriptive- 
roll to be sent with the certificate in Form A. 

(c) Under section 466 of the Criminal Procedure Code, when 

an accused person is found to be of unsound mind and 
incapable of making his defence, and the case is one in 
which bail may not be taken, or if sufficient security is 
not given, the local Government may, on the report of 
the Magistrate or Court, order the accused to be confined 
in a lunatic asylum, and the Magistrate or Court has to 
give effect to such order. 

(d) When the judgment of the Magistrate or Court states that 

an accused person committed the act alleged against

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him, but acquits bim upon the ground that at the time 
when he committed it he was, by reason of unsoundness 
of mind, incapable of knowing the nature of the act 
alleged as constituting the offence, or that it was wrong 
or contrary to law, the local Government may (section 
471, (]riminal Procedure Code) order such person to be 
confined in a lunatic asylum. 

(e) Under section 31 (Z) of the Prisoners Act, V of 1871, as 
amended by Act X of 1886, whenever it appears to a 
local Government that any person detained or imprison- 
ed under any order or sentence of a Magistrate or Court 
is of unsound mind, it may, by a warrant setting forth 
the grounds of belief that the person is of unsound 
mind, order his removal to a lunatic asylum within 
the territories subject to it. 

(/) In all other cases outside the Presidency towns (section 8 
of Act XXXVI of 1858) an order of the Civil Court is 
required, which has to be accompanied by a certificate 
in Form A. 

{g) In the Presidency towns (section 7 of Act XXXVI of 1858) 
a lunatic may be received into an asylum with an order 
under Form B of the schedule appended to the Act, if 
he has been found to be a lunatic by inquisition or 
under an inquiry directed by order of one of the Courts 
of Judicature established by Pioyal Charter, and, if not 
so found, with an order in Form B, supported by a 
certificate in Form A, signed by two physicians or sur- 
geons, one of whom must be a Presidency Surgeon or a 
Surgeon in the employ of Government. 

3. The cases, therefore, in which it is necessary, by executive 
order, to direct that a medical history sheet shall be forwarded with 
the lunatic to the asylum are when he is sent there — 

(i) under section 4 or section 5 of Act XXXVI of 1858, 
(ii) under section 466 or section 471 of the Code of Criminal 

Procedure, 
(iii) under section 31 (1) of the Prisoners Act, V of 1871, as 

amended by Act X of 1886, or 
(iv) under section 8 of Act XXXVI of 1858 by order of a Civil 
Court. 

The only cases in which the statute law requires any statement of 
particulars regarding a lunatic to be forwarded with him to the asy- 
lum are those in which patients are sent to a lunatic asylum under 
section 7 of the Act, and the result is that in the great majority of 
cases there is nothing to ensure that the Superintendent of a Luna- 
tic Asylum shall receive any detailed information about a patient 
whom he is required to admit into an asylum. The Governor-Gene- 
ral in Council is of opinion that a medical statement should in every 
instance accompany a patient. It appears, however, to His Excel- 
lency in Council that this object may be secured without legislation, 
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and he has accordingly had the form of medical history sheet which 
is appended to this Eesolution prepared and desires that it be adopted 
in all cases in which local Governments and Administrations order 
[sections 466 and 471 of the Criminal Procedure Code or under sec- 
tion 31 (1) of Act V of 1871 as amended by Act X of 1886] that an 
accused or convicted person should be confined in a lunatic asylum. 
The Governor-General in Council will also be glad if, in order to 
secure uniformity, instructions may, with the concurrence of the High 
Courts, be issued to secure that the same form is used in all cases in 
which a Magistrate (sections 4 and 5 of Act XXXVI of 1858) or the 
Judge of a Civil Court (section 8 of Act XXXVI of 1858) may order a 
lunatic to be received into an asylum. The Calcutta High Court will 
be separately moved to issue any instructions which may be consi- 
dered necessary to secure the object in view in Bengal. 

4. Heading 18 of the form attached to this Eesolution corresponds 
to the heading " Supposed cause " in the statement attached to Form 
B in the schedule to Act XXXVI of 1858. As pointed out in para- 
graph 4 of the circular dated 81st July last, if the person filling in 
either of the two forms, one or other of which will in future accom- 
pany a lunatic, is in doubt as to the cause of insanity, and is unable 
to form an opinion, he can abstain from recording the " supposed " 
cause, or, if he holds an opinion as to the cause but is doubtful of 
its correctness, he may note the facts on which his opinion is based. 
Should the Superintendent find, after observation of the lunatic, that 
the opinion given is probably incorrect, it can always be corrected in 
the entries in the case-book. It was in order to meet the case of 
lunatics regarding whom the Superintendent has reason to believe 
that an incorrect entry has been made and desires to have his own 
opinion tested by such facts as further inquiry may elicit that the 
Governor-General in Council proposed that the Superintendent should 
be authorized to ask the Magistrate to make further inquiry into the 
cause of insanity or upon any other point regardmg which the infor- 
mation given in the statement previously furnished was obscure or 
obviously incorrect, and that the Magistrate should thereupon be re- 
quired to take such further evidence as might be available, and to 
forward the record of his proceedings to the Superintendent of the 
asylum. The suggestion has met with general approval, but in 
regard to the rule proposed by the Government of India upon this 
point — namely, that this further inquiry should be made by the Magis- 
trate himself or by a Subordinate Magistrate and not entrusted to 
the police or other subordinate officials — the Government of Bengal 
has expressed a doubt whether it can properly be prescribed as an 
invariable rule, as the facts of the personal history of a lunatic, if 
discoverable at all, can best be found out by the police or other sub- 
ordinates. The Government of India agree with this criticism. In 
their opinion it should always be open to a Magistrate to employ the 
agency of the police or other subordinate officials in particular details 
connected with his inquiry, but in every case the Magistrate should 
be personally responsible for the proper conduct of the inquiry. 
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APPENDIX G. 



Directions for the maintenance of Registers, Forms, etc., and the 
correct preparation of Returns. 

I. — Eegistbr of Out-patients. 

1. Column 2. — The yearly number commences with the first new 
case attending for treatment and proceeds regularly through the 
twelve months of the calendar year. The last number registered 
under this column np to midnight of the 31st December will repre- 
sent the number of admissions during the year. 

2. Column J. — The daily number commences and ends with each 
day. It is only to be prefixed to the name or yearly number of each 
case applying either personally or through a friend for treatment or 
to report result. The number attending on one day is the total 
attendance for that day ; such as have received medicines for that 
day on a previous date, but have not attended personally or through 
a friend, should not be included in calculating the total daily attend- 
ance. 

3. Column 4. — New cases only should be entered by name ; all 
others by the yearly number and date of first visit. 

4. Column 6. — The various classes should be represented by the 
following initial letters: — 

H. for Hindu; M. for Mussulman ; B., Burmese; E., European ; 
En., Eurasian ; 0. C, other classes. 

5. Column 7. — The sex should be indicated by the initial letters 
M. for Male, E., Female; and C, Children. 

Note. — All under to years of age should be classed as children. 

6. Column 8. — In this column the occupation or trade followed 
by the patient should be entered. 

7. Column g. — Under this column give the permanent residence 
of the patient, and if he has been taken ill in a place other than his 
permanent residence, the fact should be noted in the column of 
remarks. 

8. Columns 10, 11, 12 and /j are intended to facilitate reference 
for the monthly returns and to check the numbers registered. The 
sum of the totals under these columns should equal the number 
registered under column 3. 

9. Column 14. — Diseases, injuries, operations, &c., are to be de- 
nominated strictly in accordance with the name and number specified 
in the Nomenclature of Diseases, and no name should be used that 
does not appear in that book. If a variety or subdivision is to be 
recorded, the letter or figure must follow the number of the main 
disease. 

10. Column i S- — The treatment prescribed should be legibly and 
concisely entered. 
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11. Column i6. — The result, when kHOwn, should be entered here. 
This column may also he used for other purposes of reference, such 
as entering the number and date under which a case is received from 
the police, &c. 

II. — Ticket for Out-door Patients. 

1. This ticket is to be given to each new case attending, with a 
request that it may be produced at every subsequent visit to the 
dispensary. 

2. If a ticket is not produced at a subsequent visit, the patient 
should be supplied with a copy of his ticket and should be attended 
to, but he should be warned to be careful not to forget or lose it. 

III. — Register of In-patients. 

1. Column 2. — The yearly number commences with the first new 
case admitted on the Ist January. The number registered against 
the last new patient admitted before midnight on the 31st December 
will indicate the number of cases admitted during the calendar year. 

2. Column j. — All cases remaining after midnight on the 31st 
December are to be entered on the 1st January of the following year 
by citation of the previous year's yearly number and date. 

" 3. Columns 5 and 6. — The classification and the abbreviations 
used should be the same as prescribed for columns 6 and 7 of the 
Register of Out-patients, see page xxiii. 

4. Columns y, 8 and g. — See instructions for columns 8, 9 and 14 
of the Register of Out-patients on page xxiii. 

5. Columns lo to rj. — Special care should be taken to enter the 
" result " accurately. No case in which a cure has not been com- 
pletely effected from a medical point of view should be entered as 
"cured" under column 10. Cases in which marked amelioration in 
present symptoms has taken place should be shown as "relieved" 
under column 11. All cases not returned as "cured," " relieved," or 
" died" should be shown as " Discharged otherwise " under column 13 
and a reference letter or sign should be used to indicate the mode of 
discharge, thus : , 

U or (1) would mean " unrelieved." 
A or (2) would mean " absconded." 
R or (3) would mean " removed by friends," &c. 

(■). Column 14. — To be filled in only after the close of the month. 
7. Column 15. — Particulars as to cause of complaint, the condi- 
tion of the patient at the time of discharge, especially in the case of 
" Discharged otherwise," or other note of interest may be made in 
this column. 

IV. — General Instructions regarding Registers of Out- and 

In-patients. 

1. Lines should be ruled as shown in the forms given in 
Appendix I in the Register of Out-patients after the close of each day 
and in the Register of In-patients after the close of each month, and 
the total should be carefully recorded under each column. This 
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should be always done by the Medical Officer in charge, and should 
not be entrusted to a clerk, compounder, or other subordinate. 

2. When police cases are admitted, they should be distinguished 
by the letter P being placed after the yearly number as shown in the 
forms in Appendix I. 

3. For the purposes of the monthly returns all out-patients who do 
not return within the first seven days of the month following that for 
which the return is being prepared should be considered as dis- 
charged. 

4. "When a patient admitted for any disease is attacked by 
another unconnected with the former and before complete recovery 
from it, a fresh admission will be recorded for the second disease, 
the case being shown as "Discharged otherwise " against the pre- 
vious entry, a brief reference being made against each entry in the 
column for remarks. 

5. When a patient is admitted suffering from two diseases at the 
same time, the case should be shown under the more serious one ; 
should the second disease remain after recovery from the first, the 
patient will be discharged under the first entry and re-admitted for 
the second disease. 

6. In the case of a X'f'tient admitted for a disease which further 
observation or post-mortem examination may prove to have been so 
entered through an error in diagnosis, the entry should be scored out 
and the correct disease entered in red ink, so that the case may con- 
tinue under the original number, and only one admission be reckon- 
ed on it. 

7. No case of cholera should be discharged for re-admission until 
every symptom, either directly or indirectly due to the disease, has 
disappeared. 

V. — The Bed-head Ticket and Tempekattjee Chart. 

1. This ticket is to be hung in a frame above the bed of every in- 
patient and takes the place of a case book. Full details of tempera-, 
ture, symptoms, progress and treatment are to be recorded each day. 

2. On the termination of each case, the ticket should be filed, the 
tickets of one year being kept together as a record, and should be 
carefully arranged in regular order by date of admission and mouth. 

VI. — The Diet Sheet. 

1. A diet sheet should be placed in each frame holding the bed- 
head ticket, and the diet "ordered each day should be carefully 
entered. 

If any extras are to be issued, the necessary entry showing the 
amount ordered should be entered in the appropriate column. This 
sheet should be attended to each morning immediately after the record 
on the bed-head ticket has been made. 

2. At the end of the month the sheet should be withdrawn from 
the frame and used as a voucher in support of the entries in the 
Daily Kegister of Diets, see page sxvi. 

d 
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VII. — The Daily Register of Diets. 

1. This register should be written up daily, the number of diets 
issued being obtained from the diet-sheets of the patients under 
treatment. 

2. All particulars required by the register should be carefully filled 
in. Should an entry not be necessary in any of the columns of the 
register a line should be drawn across it to indicate that no issues 
were made on that date to the class of patients or of diets or articles 
named in the first column.

Should necessity arise for 
any deviation, the circumstances should be reported by letter to the 
Administrative Medical Officer with a view to orders being obtained. 

' X. — Daily Abstkact Eegistek showing Class, Sex, Disease, &c., op 

Patients treated. 

1. This abstract is intended to facilitate the i^reparation of the 
monthly returns and to show at a glance, for the information of 
visitors, inspecting officers, and committees, the work done each day 
during a month at a hospital or dispensary. The information for 
this abstract should be obtained from the various registers of the 
institution and written up daily. 

2. Column 1. — Against the entry "Remaining from previous 
month " the number of each class, sex and disease of patients who 
continue to be treated from the previous month should be shown in 
columns 25, 3a, 5a and 56. 

3. Column 2a. — The number of new out-patients attending per- 
sonally and those represented by friends should be obtained from 
the entries under columns 11 and 13 of the Register of Oat-j^atients. 

4. Column 2b. — Particulars for the various sub-columns should be 
taken from the entries in columns 6 and 7 of the Piegister of Out- 
patients. 

5. Column 2c. — The number remaining under treatment from day 
to day are to be added to the total new admissions and shown in this 
column. 

6. Column 3a. — Particulars should be obtained from columns 5 
and 6 of the Piegister of In-patients. 

7. Column 8b. — The number remaining each day under treatment 
should be added to the number of new admissions of each day and given 
in this column. 

8. Cohimn 3c. — The numbers shown under the various headings 
of this column should, when added together, equal the difference be- 
tween the aggregate of the daily new admissions and the total under 
column 3b. 

9. Column 3d, — The number of persons dieted should be obtained 
from the Daily Piegister of Diets. 

10. Column 4. — The number of police cases treated should be 
ascertained from the entries in the second column of the Registers of 
In- and Out-patients.* 

11. Column 6. — The figures under this column should be equal to 
the sum of the figures given under the last sub-columns of columns 
21) and 3a of this register. 

12. Column 6. — The particulars for the various headings under 
this column should be obtained from the Register of Operations. 

XI. — Annual Indent for Medicines and Surgical Equipment. 

1. Army Hospital Form No. 158, which has now been included in 
the Guard-book of Medical Forms and numbered Medl. — 33 Misc., 
should be used in all hospitals and dispensaries defined as Class I under 
Eule 1 of this Manual. Unless otherwise instructed, hospitals and

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dispensaries obtaining their supplies from other sources than the 
Government Medical Stores will use Form Medl — 33A. Misc. (see 
Eule 74). 

2. The date from which the 12 months' supphes are required 
should be distinctly entered in the space provided for this purpose in 
the heading of the form of indent. 

3. Only authorized drugs, instruments and appliances {see Ap- 
pendices C and D) should be included in annual indents. 

4. The date required to be given in the heading of the third co- 
lumn of the indent should be that on which the last annual indent 
was prepared. 

5. The quantities received during the period between the date on 
•which the last annual indent was prepared, including all supplies on 
supplementary and emergent indents, should be entered in the fourth 
column. 

6. The quantities shown as "Remaining in store" should be 
given as actually found in stock at the time the indent is being pre- 
pared. 

7. Instruments and appliances ordered to be written off or de- 
stroyed by the Administrative Medical Officer since the datis of the 
previous annual indent should be shown in the column headed " Ex- 
pended during year " and the number and date of the orders of the 
Administrative Medical Officer should be quoted at the foot of the pa»e 
on which the name of the article appears. 

8. The quantity shown as " Now required " should not exceed the 
difference between the quantity "Expended" and the quantity "Re- 
maining in store." Should it be found necessary to indent for any 
quantity in excess of this amount, the reasons for the necessity 
should be clearly stated {see Eule 79 of this Manual). 

9. The remaining columns of the form should be left blank. 

10. The declaration at the end of the indent should be signed by 
the Medical Officer in charge of the hospital or dispensary. 

11. The certificate required by Eule 75 should be in the form 
given below and should invariably accompany the indents : — 

Form of Certificate. 

"I HEREBY certify that the cost of the drnge, instruments, &o., inehided iu this 
indent does not exceed the amount provided for the purchase of European medi- 
cines and instruments in the budget estimate for the year 

" The amount of this allotment is Rs " 

12. Particular care should be taken to indicate clearly and dis- 
tinctly in the space provided for the purpose on the last page of the 
form of indent the full address and route by which it is desired the 
articles indented for should be sent. 

XII. — Supplementary and Emergent Indents foe Medicines, Instru- 
ments, &c. 

1. Indents on this form should be sent in only in cases of emer- 
gency or when any drugs or instruments ordinarily supplied on 
annual indents are likely to be expended before the receipt of the 
annual supply. 
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2. Form Medl. — 33B. Misc. given in Appendix I shall be used by 
all hospitals and dispensaries. 

3. The quantities in stock of articles indented for should be 
entered as actually found in store at the time of the submission of the 
indent, and the date on which these quantities were ascertained 
should be furnished in the space provided in the heading of column 3. 

4. Columns 4, 5 and 6 should be filled in as indicated for annual 
indents, see page xxix. 

5. The entries in column 7, " Now required," should represent the 
quantities required to meet demands till the receipt of the annual 
supply. 

6. Instructions given in section XI, pages xsviii and xxix, for the 
preparation of annual indents should also be observed. 

XIII. — Statement showing Losses, Breakages, and Unserviceable 

Articles. 

1. This statement should be submitted in duplicate immediately 
after the close of the month in which any article of hospital or dis- 
pensary equipment is lost, broken or otherwise rendered unservice- 
able. 

2. The name and rank of the person responsible in any way for 
the loss or damage should invariably be given in the appropriate 
columns of this statement. 

3. The manner in which an article was broken or lost should be 
clearly and briefly stated in the columns provided for the purpose. 
The circumstances under which an article has become unserviceable 
should also be given in this column. 

4. The remarks and recommendations of the Civil Surgeon should 
be entered in that officer's own writing and he should be careful to 
state whether, in his opinion, the breakage or loss was due to careless- 
ness, accident, or other cause, and make definite recommendations as 
to whether the article is to be written off or whether it should be re- 
placed at the expense of the party at fault. In the case of unser- 
viceable articles the circumstances under which they have become so 
should also be explained. 

5. The date on which an article lost, broken or rendered unser- 
viceable was brought into use should invariably be given and its 
value stated approximately. Its condition at the time of its break- 
age, loss or being damaged should also be furnished. 

XIV. — Receipt and Delivery Vouchees. 

1. These statements are to be prepared in triplicate whenever 
any article is sent to the Government Medical Stores. Instructions 
as to the manner in which the vouchers are to be drawn up, the 
nature of the information to be entered, and the mode of forwarding 
them are explained in foot-notes on the form and in Rules 111, 112, 
and 113 of the Manual. 

XV.— Surgical Equipment Ledger. 

1. This ledger is to be prepared in duplicate on the Ist April of 
each year, and one copy should be forwarded to the Administrative 
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Medical OfBcer through the Civil Surgeon of the district ; the other 
copy should be retained on record at the hospital or dispensary from 
which it is submitted. 

2. The number of instruments and appliances, &c., in stock on 
the Ist April represents the opening balance and should be given 
under appropriate headings against the entry " Eemained 1st April " 
under " Eeceipts." Any articles received during the year should be 
shown under the appropriate headings, and the number and date of 
the voucher on which they were received should be given in column 1 
and the source from which received in column 2. 

3. All instruments and appliances returned to the Government 
Medical Stores for repairs, &c., and all written off as useless, sold, 
or destroyed, should be sho^'n in the lower half of the form. The 
number and date of the voucher or order supporting the issue should 
be shown in column 1, and particulars of issue, as to whom, &c., should 
be entered in column 2. 

4. The difference between the " Total receipts " and " Total 
issues " given on the last line on each page as " Ilemaining at date " 
should represent the closing balance of the year on the 31st March. 

5. All instruments and appliances should be correctly described 
and entered in the ledger in the order in which they are given in 
Appendix D. Instruments, &o., not given in Appendix D should be 
named in blank columns at the end of each section. 

6. All vouchers in support of receipts and issues should be num- 
bered and entered according to date in the " List of vouchers." 

7. At the annual inspection the Civil Surgeon shall enter the 
results of his examination of the equipment in the form provided on 
the last page of the ledger headed " Verification of equipment." A 
copy of this statement shall be forwarded with the copy of the Civil 
Surgeon's inspection note to the Administrative Medical Officer. 

XVI. — Monthly HeTTJEN OF In- AND OuT-PATIENTS. 

ANNDiL 

1. The notes and instructions on this form should always be care- 
fully attended to and all figures should be returned as directed there- 
in. 

Out-patients. 

2. The number remaining should be obtained from the entries 
under column 4 of the Kegister of Out-patients or from the daily 
abstract of patients treated. Only such out-patients as were admitted 
in the previous year or month, as the case may be, and who returned 
for treatment within the period prescribed by clause 3 of the Gene- 
ral instructions for the correct maintenance of Registers of In- and 
Out-patients {see page xxv) should be considered as remaining from 

'the previous year or month. 

3. In preparing the annual return on this form the number re- 
maining from month to month should not be taken into calculation. 
The number remaining from the year previous to that to which 
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the return refers should be given in this column, e.g., the number 
shown as remainiug from December in the return for January of the 
year to -which the return relates. 

4. 'Y\\& number admitted AmYagW\& year or month should corre- 
spond with the sura of the totals entered daily under column 2 of the 
Register of Out-patients, and the details in the monthly return should 
correspond with the figures given as the " Total admitted " under 
column 1h of the daily abstract. 

In-patients. 

5. The number remaining should be obtained froai the monthly 
entry under column 14 of the Eegister of In-patients ; thus for the 
monthly return the figure should be the total given as remaining 
under this column on the last day of the month preceding that to 
which the return refers, and for the annual return the figure should 
be taken from the entry made on the 31st December of the year pre- 
vious to that for which the return is being prepared. 

6. The figures for the columns headed " Cured," " Relieved," " Dis- 
charged otherwise," "Died," should be equal to the sum of the totals 
given under respective columns similarly named in the Eegister of 
In-patients for the period dealt with in the return. 

7. The total number of patients treated both in- and out-door 
should be equal to the sum of the figures given in the first four columns 
of this return. 

8. The number of out-patients who attended personally and of 
those represented by friends should be obtained from column 2a of 
the Daily Abstract Register. The sum of the figures returned under 
these headings in the return should be equal to the sum of the figures 
given as the grand total under the columns headed " Total number of 
patients treated out-door." 

9. The figures of attendance by classes and seses should be taken 
from columns ^h and 3a of the Daily Abstract Eegister. In grouping 
the sexes care should be taken to show all under 10 years of age as 
children, irrespective of sex. 

10. The acoregate of the daily totals of attendance should be 
equal to the sum of the totals of columns 2c and 35 of the Daily Ab- 
stract Register. 

11. The daily average attendance for a month is obtained by 
dividing the totals of each set of figures given under the column 
" Ao-"regate of the daily totals of attendance " by the number of days 
in the raonth. The daily average attendance for a year is arrived 
at by dividing the sum of the daily average attendance returned 
monthly by 12. The daily average attendance should always be re- 
presented m whole numbers, particular care being taken to regard 
remainders in division equal to or greater than the half of the divisor^ 
as one • remainders less than the half of the divisor should be thrown 
out in calculation, thus, supposing the aggregate of the daily attendance 
to be 529 and the number of days in the month to be 81, the remain- 
der by division, namely, 2, being less than IS^, should be left out ia 
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calculation, and the daily average attendance shown as 17. Supposing, 
however, the aggregate of the daily attendance in the above case to 
be 547 ; the remainder would be 20, which is greater than 15i- (half of 
31, the divisor) ; the daily average attendance should therefore be 
shown as 18 and not 17. In like manner, supposing the sum of the daily 
average attendance returned monthly to be 209 ; the remainder on di- 
viding by 12 would be 5, which, being less than the half of 12, should 
be omitted and the daily average attendance for the year should be 
returned as 17. On the other hand, supposing the sum of the daily 
average attendance returned monthly to be 210, th eremainder being 6, 
or the half of the divisor 12, would cause the daily average attendance 
for the year to be returned as 18 and not 17. 

12. In this return as well as all other returns in which the words 
" Total treated " occur, the term should be understood to include the 
number of cases remaining from the previous year or month as the 
return may happen to be the annual or a monthly return. 

XVII. — Annual Statement No. IA. 

1. Columti I. — The population of the district should be that re- 
turned at the last census. 

2. Column 2. — The classification of dispensaries and hospitals 
should be drawn up in strict accordance with the instructions con- 
tained in Eule 1 of this Manual. 

3. Column J. — The year preceding that to which the return re- 
lates is referred to. 

4. Column 4. — The date on which the dispensaries or hospitals 
shown in column 2 were first established should be given here. 

5. Column 5. — Should any of the dispensaries or hospitals in a 
district be either temporarily or permanently closed during the year 
to which the return relates, the date on which the institution was 
closed, and, if re-opened, the date on which so opened, should be 
clearly entered here. 

6. Column 6. — This column is intended to show the number of 
dispensaries and hospitals existing in the district at the close of the 
year to which the return relates. 

7. Column 7. — The number and date of the authority under which 
a dispensary or hospital was established, closed, or re-opened, and the 
reasons for" closing the institution should be briefly stated in this 
column. 

XVIII. — Annual Statement No. II. 

1. Column 3. — The classification is the same as that required 
under column 2 of Annual Statement No. IA. 
. 2. Column 4a, b, c, d, and ^.— The figures in these columns should 
correspond with those given as the total under similar headings in 
the annual return referred to on pages xsxi to sxsiii and should in- 
clude those remaining from the previous year as well as those admit- 
ted during the year for which the statement is prepared. 
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3. Column 4/. — The ratio of deaths per cent, of total treated is ob- 
tained by raultiplying the number under column ^.e by 100 and divid- 
ing the product so obtained by the number under column \a ; the 
quotient in this division will be the ratio required. Eatios should be 
given in whole numbers ; the treatment of remainders in calculating 
averages as explained in clause 11 on pages xxxii and xxxiii should 
be observed here also. 

4. Colu7nn 40. — The number of beds which the hospital can ac- 
commodate should be a reproduction of the figures given for the same 
purpose at the head of the annual return. If auy change was made 
in the number of beds during the year to which the statement refers, 
the increase or decrease in the number, the reasons for the change, 
and the date from which it was effected, should be all exactly stated 
in a foot-note. 

5. Columns 4)1 and ^d. — The figures given as the daily average 
attendance of in-patients and out-patients respectively in the state- 
ment on the lower portion of the Annual Eeturn {see clause 11 on 
pages xxxii and xxxiii) should be entered in these columns. 

6. The figures in column ja, b, and c should agree with the figures 
entered in the first three columns of the statement in the lower 
portion of the Annual Return {see clause 8 on page xxxii). 

7. Column 6. — The sum of the figures in columns 4rt and 5c should 
be entered here, and should correspond with the number shown as 
the grand total of the Annual Eeturn {see clause 7 on page xxxii). 

XIX. — Annual Statement No. III. 

1. Column 3. — The figures given under the various diseases enu- 
merated under this column should agree with those given against the 
corresponding diseases under the heading " Total treated, both in- 
door and out-door " in the annual return {see clause 7 on page xxxii). 

2. Column 4. — The total in this column should agree with the 
total given under column 6 of Annual Statement No. II. 

3. Column J.— The total number of primary and secondary oper- 
ations performed by Medical Officers and subordinates should be 
carefully given in accordance with the instructions detailed under 
Statement No. IIIA {see pages xxxv to xxxvii). 

4. All Medical Officers and subordinates are enjoined to read 
carefully pages xxiv to xxx following the preface to the Eevised 
Third Edition of the Nomenclature of Diseases issued in 1896. 

5. General diseases are no longer divided into groups, as in the 
last edition of the Nomenclature, and now include certain afl'ections 
which were formerly returned among local diseases, notably tetanus, 
Hodgkin's disease (previously returned as lymphadenoma) and 
diabetes insipidus. 

6. Certain parasitic aiifections such as scabies, phthiriasis, ring- 
worm, &c., formerly returned as parasitic diseases of the skin, are 
now to be included with other parasitic invasions, and should be 
returned under column 16 of Annual Statement No. Ill, "All other 
diseases " in the division headed " General diseases." 

7. The affections known as scrofulous and tuberculous phthi- 
sis should be included with diseases returned as " tuberculous 
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diseases" {see column 14 of Annual Statement No. Ill) and not return- 
■ed under " Other diseases of the respiratory organs." 

8. Malarial cachexia and enlargement of tlie spleen (ague cake) 
should be returned under " Malarial fever." 

9. All diseases, general or local, due to the syphilitic virus, should 
be returned under "Primary" or "Secondary syphilis;" so also 
should " Ulcer of the penis " be returned when "due to this cause. 

10. In like manner all diseases, general or local, due to the gonor - 
rhceal virus should be returned under " Gonorrhcca." The following 
affections will also be so returned when due to this cause : — 

Inflammation of the bladder. 

Inflammation and abscess of the prostate gland. 

Abscess and ulcer of the penis. 

Inflammation and abscess of the spermatic cord. 

Orchitis, acute or chronic, and epididymitis. 

Inflammation of the ovary. 

Inflammation and suppuration of the fallopian tube. 

Inflammation and abscess of the vagina. 

Warts. 

11. When the cause of inflammation of the lymph glands is trace- 
able to syphilis, gonorrhoea, or other specific disease the case should 
be returned under the heading in which the cause is included. 

12. When the cause of any of the functional and symptomatic 
disorders of the female organs of generation is known, the case should 
be returned under the appropriate heading. 

13. Natural labour is not a diseased condition and should there- 
fore never appear as such in returns. Should recovery, however, after 
natural labour be protracted from aufemia or debility, the case should 
be returned under " Debility and anjemia." The same rule applies 
to any disease following natural parturition. 

XX.— M2221il Statement No. IIIA. 

Annual 

1. Column I. — Operations should be classed in strict accordance 
with the list given on pages 289 to 333 of the Eevised Third Edition 
of the Nomenclature of Diseases pubUshed in 1896. The classes of 
operations are indicated in this list by being printed in capital letters, 
thus : — 

Operation on tumours. 
Evacuation of Abscesses. 
Operations foe aneueysji. 
Dental operations. 
&c. &c. 

There are thirty-three such classes, and on no account should any 
new class be formed without the previous sanction of the Administra- 
tive Medical Officer. The classes of operations should be shown in 
the returns in the same order as given in the Nomenclature. 

2. Column 2. — The nature of each operation should be described 
in the same terms as are given under each class in the list referred 
to above, special care being taken to furnish all necessary infor- 
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mation in each case, such as stating the method of operation, speci- 
fying the site and nature of tumours, abscesses or cysts, foreign 
bodies, &c., the arterj', vein, nerve, bone, joint, &c., operated on. 

3. Column 4. — The artificial distinction of " Major " and " Minor" 
operations is abolished and is no longer recognized. Operations 
are now returned as " Principal " and " Secondary." 

(a) If only one operation has been performed on a patient, it 

should be returned as a " Principal " operation. 
{b) A second operation on the same patient should be also re- 
turned as "Principal" if it is in itself distinct and 
in no way tending to the cure or relief of the con- 
dition for which the first was performed. 
{c) A second operation performed on a patient when the first 
is surgically cured should be returned separately and 
classed as a " Principal'' operation, 
(rf) All operations tending to the cure or relief of one and the 
same condition performed on the same or any subse- 
quent day should be returned as one operation. 
{e) In multiple operations of necessity, such as multiple frac- 
tures, dislocations, &c., the main operation should be 
returned as the " Principal " and the subsidiary opera- 
tions as " Secondary." 
(/) When it is considered to be in the interest of the patient 
that two operations, each in themselves separate and 
distinct, should be performed at one and the same time, 
they may be returned as separate operations, each be- 
ing shown as a " Principal" operation. 
{g) To secure uniformity in returning dislocations and ampu- 
tations they should be recorded as follows : —

I Hip-joint. 
l^ Knee, &c. 

{h) The method of returning amputations in the list given in 
the Nomenclature of Diseases\i^\-Q.g too complicated for 
ordinary use, it should be modified as follows : —

Arm— Middle third. 
Arm — Lower third. 
Amputations -{ Elbow. 

Fore-arm— Upper third. 

Fore-arm — Middle third. 

Fore-arm — Lower third. 

&c. &c. 

For diseases and deformity, as above. 
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4. Columns 2, 5, 6,'j, and S reiei to individuals operated on and 
not the number of operations performed on individuals, so that one 
operation will, as a rule, represent one patient. 

5. Column g. — The names and ofScial designations of Medical 
Officers and subordinates who performed the operations mentioned 
in the return should be clearly and legibly given under this column. 

XXI. — Annual Statement No. IIIB. 

1. The name, rank, and grade of each operator should be clearly 
given. 

2. The statement should show all important operations performed 
at a hospital or dispensary during the calendar year. Officers transfer- 
red during the year will not include in the statement they submit any 
operations performed by them in other districts or at other hospitals 
or dispensaries. 

3. The variety and nature of operations entered in the column 
" Other operations of importance or interest " should be given in a 
note at the foot or on the reverse of the statement. 

XXII. — Annual Statement No. IV. 

1. Column J. — The number of men, women, and children should 
agree with the figures given as the total treated under the heading 
"Total," " Men, Women, Children" in the statement in the lower 
portion of the Annual Return {see clause 9 on page xxxii). 

2. Cohimn 4. — The figures given as the total under the various 
classes in the statement on the lower portion of the Annual Eetura 
should be reproduced in this column. 

3. Care should be taken to see that the number given under each 
class is correctly entered, as errors are likely to occur because the 
order in which the classes are named is not the same in the two state- 
ments. 

4. Column $. — The average number of men, women and children 
should correspond with the figures given in each of the columns un- 
der the heading " Daily average number " of the statement in the 
Annual Eeturn {see clause 11 on page xsxii). 

5. The total average number should be equal to the sum of co- 
lums 4/j, " Total," and 5ii of Annual Statement No. II. 

6. The ratio per cent, is obtained by multiplying the figures in 
each of the columns under the heading " Average number " by 100, 
and dividing the product so obtained by the figure entered in the 
column headed " Total " under " Average number." The sum of the 
figures given under " Men," " Women," and " Children" should equal 
100, never more nor less. 

XXIII.- — M^^i^I?^ Statement No. V, Part I. 

ANNUAL 

1. The entries in this statement should include only the receipts 
and expenditure of the hospital or dispensary proper for the period to 
which the statement refers. Subscriptions received and amounts ex- 
pended from the Subscription Fund should not be included in this 
statement, but should be accounted for separately. The pay of vacci- 
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nators or other charges on accoimt of vaccination or sanitation, the 
travelling allowance of subordinates on account of outbreaks of epi- 
demic diseases, attending courts or other places for medico-legal pur- 
poses, inspection of villages or outposts, or other charges not relating 
purely to the dispensary or hospital or its work should not be includ- 
ed in this statement. 

Income. 

2. Cclitmn A. — No entry should be made in this column unless a 
Dispensary or Hospital Fund has been established. The practice of 
showing here the unexpended budget allotment of the institution is 
misleading, especially in the annual returns, as the allotments are 
made for the financial year and the statement is intended to show the 
income and expenditure of the calendar year. 

3. Column B. — Particular attention should be paid to the instruc- 
tions given in notes at the foot of this statement. If Government 
bears any portion of the cost of maintaining an institution, the amount 
so paid should be entered under the appropriate headings provided in 
this column. 

4. The amounts shown as " Salaries of Medical Officers " should 
be the payments made on account of pay and local allowances to 
officers or subordinates, such as Assistant Surgeons, Hospital Assist- 
ants, &c., employed wholly on duties in connection with the hospi- 
tal or dispensary. When these duties are held as an additional 
charge, the allowance paid for such charge and no other portion of 
the Subordinate Medical Officer's salary should be entered in the state- 
ment. Allowances given for inspecting animals for slaughter, con- 
servancj' arrangements, sanitation, or attending to a lock-up should 
not be included in the dispensary or hospital accounts. 

5. The amount of pay and local or leave allowances charged 
against a hospital or dispensary should be shown in full. Income-tax 
or other deductions made on account of loss or damage of hospital 
property, &c., should not be omitted in this account. House and 
travelling allowances should be shown under the column referred to 
in clause 9 below. 

6. The salaries paid to all subordinates other than Medical Officers 
(such as to stewards, matrons, nurses, compounders, ward servants, 
&c.) should be carefully added together and shown under the heading 
" Inferior dispensary establishment (including menial servants)." 
Here also income-tax or other deductions to which the members of 
this establishment may be subjected should be included. 

7. " As registers and forms." Entries under thin heading will sel- 
dom appear, as under existing arrangements these articles are sup- 
plied free of charge. 

8. The headmgs of the next three sub-columns call for no special 
instruction as they speak for themselves. 

9. " Special allowances given by Government." Under this head", 
ing should be included all such sums received from Government for 
purposes which cannot appropriately be classed under any of the 
other headings in column B. Amounts received on account of build- 
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ings or repairs, bazaar medicines, travelling and house allowances 
of subordinates and other miscellaneous charges borne by Government 
should be entered here. 

10. The " total" of the amounts shown under the various head- 
ings in column B should be accurately given so as to avoid the state- 
ment being returned for correction. 

11. Cobimn C— The support received from a Local or a Municipal 
Fund should be given under appropriate headings, care being taken to 
include as contributions from Local Funds all amounts received from 
a District Cess, Town, Port or other fund not included within those 
of a Municipality and which are raised from local sources. 

12. Columns D and E. — Entries in these columns will be required 
only after an institution has been endowed and investments made, 
securities sold, or deposits withdrawn. These columns should for the 
present be left blank. 

13. Column F. — As subscriptions are separately accounted for, 
no entries should be made in this column. 

14. Column G. — Amounts realized from paying patients as cost of 
diets or extras supplied, fees for accommodation, should be shown here. 

15. Colnvin H. — Amounts received from paying patients and 
others as value of medicines paid for from funds derived from other 
sources than Government should be given in this column. Medicines 
purchased with subscription money should not be included here, as 
subscriptions are accounted for separately. 

16. Column I. — The amounts realized on account of sales of in- 
struments, grass or fruit grown within the hospital or dispensary pre- 
cincts, fines imposed on contractors and others and credited to the in- 
come of the institutions should be shown as " Miscellaneous receipts." 
The sources from which amounts so shown were derived, and the 
amount obtained from each source, should be distinctly detailed at the 
foot or on the reverse of the statement. 

17. Column J. — The "Total income " should be equal to the sum 
of the amounts entered as the " total " of column B plus the amounts 
detailed under other headings under "Income." 

Expenditure. 

18. Column a. — The expenditure " on establishments " is divided 
so that the amounts " Paid by Government " and those " Paid from 
local sources " on this account may be shown separately. When the 
salaries or any portion of the salaries of the establishment employed 
at a hospital or dispensary is met from Imperial or Provincial re- 
venues, the amount so expended should be shown as " Paid by Gov- 
ernment." Expenditure on account of salaries of establishment met 
from Municipal, Town, District Cess or other local fund should be 
shown as " Paid from local sources." Care should be taken to show 
correctly the distribution of salaries among the various classes of 
ofticers and subordinates named in the headings in this column. 

19. Columns b, c, d, e, and f. — The headings of these columns are 
self-explanatory, but to ensure uniformity in the classification of con- 
tingent charges so as to admit of correct comparisons being made, 
the following instructions should be strictly observed. 
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20. " Bazaar medicates." — Charges incurred in the purchase of 
indigenous drugs [see Eule 85) and articles used medicinally not ordi- 
narily supplied on indent, e.g., cotton and oil for dressicgs, cloth for 
bandages and plasters, rice or wheat-flour (atta), bran, linseed, mus- 
tard or other material for poultices, vinegar or rice for lotions, &c. 

21. "European medicines" — Drugs, surgical instruments, medical 
and surgical appliances, and sundries of European manufacture, 
whether obtained from the Government Medical Stores or local chem- 
ists and druggists. 

22. ^' Diet" — Eice, bread, meat, fish, vegetables, milk (fresh or 
condensed), and other articles prescribed in the sanctioned dietary

&c., when not paid for from the Subscription Fund, and such articles 
as are used in the preparation of diets, as firewood, charcoal, cooking 
utensils, &c., are to be included as charges under this head. 

23. " Miscellaneous charges." — Cloth for sheets, pillow-cases and 
hospital clothing, straw and coir for mattresses and pillows, blankets, 
mats, towels, soaps, articles of furniture and repairs to such articles, 
postal and telegraph or other charges falling under office expenses, 
railv/ay, boat, cooly and cart-hire, cost of packing cases and all other 
charges connected with the receipt and despatch of stores, vide itema 
10, 44, 53, 58, 74, 92, and 93 of Appeudix^E of the Burma Treasury 
Manual, travelling and house allowances of subordinates and other 
expenditure which cannot be classified under any of the other headings 
of the statement. Details of amounts shown in this column should 
be furnished on the reverse of the statement. 

24. " Buildings or repairs." — Construction of, or repairs to, hospi- 
tal, dispensary or subsidiary buildings. 

25. Column g. — No entries should be made in this column as 
none of the existing institutions have been endowed. 

26. Column h. — The sum of the amounts entered in columns a to 
/■should be given here. Care should be taken to avoid errors in cal- 
culating, as such errors will necessitate statements being sent back for 
correction. 

27. Cash balance on the last day of the month or year.—^o entry 
should be made here unless a Hospital or Dispensary Fund has been 
established {see remarks on column A, clause 2, page xxxviii). 

28. The average cost of each diet should be found by dividmg the 
amount spent on diets shown in column D by the number of diets 
issued during the period to which the statement refers. The num- 
ber of diets issued should be ascertained from the Eegister of diets

29- The percentage of total cost paid by Goveriiment is obtained 
by multiplying the figure returned as the " Total " under column B 
by 100 and dividing the result so obtained by the " Total expenditure 
during the month or year " (column h). When the entire cost is borne 
by Government the figure 100 should be entered in this column. 

XXIV.— Annual Statement No. V, Part II. 

No returns are made at present in this statement. 
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^^"^•"MoNTHLY Statement No. VA. 

1. This statement is required to show the amounts realised as sub- 
scriptions and the uses to which such money is put. 

2. The receipts during the period to which the statement refers 
should be carefully given, and the amount given as the opening bal- 
ance should be taken from the statement for the preceding period ; 
the amount shown as the closing balance of the period immediately 
preceding that to which the statement refers should correspond with 
the opening balance of the succeeding period ; thus the amount given 
as the opening balance for the month of March should agree with the 
amount shown as the closing balance of February.

Extract of Articles 2g, jo, and 31, Burma Account Manual. 
Accounts to be kept for Hospital and Subscription Funds. 

29. In Municipalities where a separate Hospital fund is main- 
tained under Circular No. 4 of i8gS, the Hospital fund is a part of the 
Municipal fund, and the procedure laid down in Articles 23 to 28 for 
School funds should be followed, hospital accounts being treated in a 
precisely similar manner to School funds, including the periodical 
crediting of the annual assignments, the preparation of the budget 
estimates, and the keeping of separate accounts and balances. 

30. Subscriptions received from the public for special purposes 
need not be paid into the treasury, but may be retained by the ]\Iedi- 
cal Officer in charge of the dispensary on his own responsibility, or 
deposited in the Post Office Savings Bank. He should maintain a 
simple cash-book for them (Ex. L. F. Form No. 2), showing on the 
receipt side any opening balance he may have in hand and the sums 
received during the month, and on the expenditure side his disburse- 
ments and the closing balance. On the last day of the month he 
should balance the cash-book and, if there is a separate Hospital fund, 
should send the cash-book together with any vouchers for sums paid 
in excess of Rs. 10 to be incorporated in the Hospital fund accounts, 
the receipts, expenditure, and balances being shown as part of these 
accounts and a certificate of their having been incorporated being 
given in the cash-book itself before it is returned to the Medical Offi- 
cer. A note should also be made in it of the amount at credit in the 
Savings Bank. 

30A. Beyond seeing that the vouchers for sums in excess of Rs. 10 
are forthcoming for the amounts paid and are properly receipted, 
the auditing officer will not question the nature of the payments of 
the Medical Officer in charge from the Subscription fund. The audit- 
or should, however, see that subscriptions are duly brought to ac- 
count and that the charges do not include gratuities or payment of 
any kind to the hospital staff. This rule applies to all Subscription 
funds, whether a separate Hospital fund is maintained or not. 

31. Where there is a separate Hospital fund, the opening and 
closing balances will be shown as under in the Hospital fund cash- 
book maintained at the Municipal office : —
